Canada 


The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. 
This request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in 
the House of Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of: 


Part I - The Government Expense Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes the key elements of 
the Main Estimates. 


Part Il — The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve 
these votes to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled 
concurrently on or before March 1. 


Part II] — Departmental Expenditure Plans, which is divided into two components: 


1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency 
(excluding Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail over a three-year period on an 
organisation’s main priorities by strategic outcome(s), program activity(s) and planned/expected results, including 
links to related resource requirements. The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major 
capital projects, grants and contributions, and net program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of 
the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in 
Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These documents are usually tabled on or before 
March 31 and referred to committees, which may then report to the House of Commons pursuant to 
Standing Order 81(4). 


2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of results achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover 
the most recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board 
on behalf of the ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and I of 
the Financial Administration Act. 


Supplementary Estimates directly support an Appropriation Act. The Supplementary Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in the subsequent appropriation bill. Parliamentary approval is required to 
enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Supplementary Estimates are normally tabled twice a year, 
the first document in early November and a final document in early March. Each Supplementary Estimates document is 
identified alphabetically A, B, C, etc. Under special circumstances, more than two Supplementary Estimates documents 
can be published in any given year. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments 
achieved in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for 

the allocation and management of public funds. 
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Section I: Overview 


1.1 Message from the Chairperson 


I am pleased to present to Parliament and to Canadians the 
2005-06 Report on Plans and Priorities for the Canada Industrial 
Relations Board (CIRB or Board). Since my appointment as the — 
Chairperson of the CIRB a little over a year ago, it has been my 
commitment to ensure that the Board achieves its mandate of 
contributing to and promoting a harmonious industrial relations 
climate in the federally regulated sector as effectively and efficiently 
as possible. 


The demand for CIRB services continues to be historically high and cases have become 
increasingly complex. This trend has characterized the Board’s case volume since the 
enactment of changes to the Canada Labour Code in 1999, and reflects the dynamic nature 
and driving forces underlying the Canadian industrial relations scene. Nevertheless, the 
performance of the Board and its adjudicative members continues to improve, as more cases 
have been disposed of than received for the fourth consecutive year. 


Enhancements to operational processes and technical tools have continued to progress 
in 2004-05, and have contributed to the Board’s efficiency in dealing with matters. 
Additional measures have been initiated, and will be developed and implemented in the 
coming years, in consultation with the Board’s stakeholders. In the same vein, the CIRB is 
putting in place a more formal, regular and broader stakeholder consultation process. The 
main focus of these consultations will be the discussion of added measures that could be 
adopted to further expedite the disposition of matters and reduce the number of pending 
cases — a priority that has been identified by the client community in past consultations. 


In light of the continuing challenge to manage its historically high and complex 
workload, the direction of the CIRB for the years ahead will be its continued focus on the 
fulfillment of its current mandate with an emphasis on the reduction of pending matters. 
Toward this end, I am committed to finding new opportunities that will increase the 
productivity of the CIRB and gain greater efficiencies.

1.2 Raison d’étre 


The Canada Industrial Relations Board (CIRB) is an independent, representational, quasi- 
judicial tribunal responsible for the interpretation and application of the Canada Labour 
Code (the Code), Part I, Industrial Relations, and certain provisions of Part II, Occupational 
Health and Safety. It was established in January 1999, to replace the previous Canada Labour 
Relations Board (CLRB), through amendments to Part I of the Code. 


The adjudicative team of the Board is currently composed of the Chairperson, five Vice- 
Chairpersons and five full-time members — all of which are Governor in Council (GIC) 
appointments. This is somewhat short of the full complement, as the Board may have a sixth 
Vice-Chair, and has a vacancy for an employer member representative. It may be of interest 
to note that the Code requires that the Chair and Vice-Chair must have experience and 
expertise in industrial relations, and that members are to be appointed after consultation by 
the Minister of Labour and Housing with the organizations representative of employees or 
employers. 


The CIRB has jurisdiction in all provinces and territories with respect to federal works, 
undertakings or businesses in the following sectors: 


e Broadcasting 
e Chartered banks 
e Postal services 
e Airports and air transportation 
e Shipping and navigation 
e Inter-provincial or international transportation by road, railway, ferry or pipeline 
e Telecommunications 
e Grain handling and uranium mining and processing 
e Most public and private sector activities in the Yukon, Nunavut and the Northwest 
Territories 
e Band Councils and some undertakings of the First Nations on reserves 
e Certain Crown corporations (including, among others, Atomic Energy of Canada 
Limited) | 
This jurisdiction covers some 1,300,000 employees and their employers, and includes 
enterprises that have an enormous economic, social, and cultural impact on Canadians from 
coast to coast. The variety of activities conducted by the federally regulated sector, as well as 
its geographical spread and national significance, contribute to the uniqueness of the federal 
jurisdiction and the role of the CIRB, and pose particular challenges for the Board’s work. 


The Board has established a series of strategic objectives in support of its mandate, which 
include to: 


¢ conduct all its processes in accordance with the standards of the Code; 
¢ seek solutions to labour relations problems by determining the cause and nature of 
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conflict and by applying the appropriate dispute resolution mechanism, including fact 
finding, mediation and adjudication; 


e conduct its activities in a timely, fair and consistent manner; 


e consult its clients on its performance and on the development of the Canada 
Industrial Relations Board Regulations, 2001 (the Regulations), policies and 
practices; 


e promote an understanding ofits role, processes and jurisprudence through continuous 
client contact and a variety of information dissemination methods (Web-based and 
conventional publishing, Board presentations at various forums, 1-800 information 
request line, etc.); 


e conduct its business and manage its resources in a manner that is fiscally sound in 
accordance with the Financial Administration Act and the policies and directives of 


the central agencies of government; 


e ensure continuous interaction with those utilizing Board services through meaningful 
communication and complaint processes. 


1.3 Summary Information 


Reason for Existence - The mandate of the Canada Industrial Relations Board is to 
contribute to and promote a harmonious industrial relations climate in the federally

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Section II: Operating Environment 


The last few years have been particularly challenging for the CIRB. Changes to the Code 
enacted in 1999, which provided additional powers and responsibilities to the CIRB, had a 
significant impact on its workload. Furthermore, the CIRB has been required to mature and 
adjust to changing circumstances resulting from the continued evolution of the labour 
relations climate in Canada. Heightened competition, resulting from the globalization of 
markets, technological change, the volatility of national and international economies, and 
corporate mergers have all had an effect on employers, employees and their mutual 
relationship in Canada. 


This is particularly evident in the federally regulated sector where the degree and rate of 
change has been largely unprecedented. Many of the industries, such as telecommunications 
and air transport to name but two, have gone from highly regulated monopolistic or semi- 
monopolistic structures to a form that is more unregulated and competitive. This has resulted, 
for example, in an essentially regional company like BCTel to become TELUS, one of 
Canada's leading telecommunication companies in a relatively few short years. Also, many 
services that were once provided by the federal government, such as security and boarding at 
airports, have been commercialized. These profound changes associated with a workforce 
that is largely unionized have lead to a situation where the Board is being increasingly called 
upon to resolve high profile and complex issues between bargaining parties. 


Typical issues of continuing concern to the Board include: 


e the need for assistance to be provided to companies and unions in resolving the 
labour relations implications of corporate mergers and take-overs — including the 
determination of bargaining unit structures, representation rights and the merger of 
collective agreements and seniority rights — in the airline and telecommunications 
industries; 


e the acquisition and exercise of free collective bargaining nights and the promotion of 
sound labour-management relations in a fair and transparent manner; 


e the need to assure that collective bargaining between employers and unions is 
conducted fairly and in good faith; 


e the scope of the duty of fair representation in respect of minority groups of 
employees; 


e the determination of the levels of services required to be maintained during a work 
stoppage to ensure the protection of the health and safety of the Canadian public, 
particularly in such enterprises as airports, atomic energy production, and the air 
navigation system; 


e the prompt consideration of situations in which illegal work stoppages or lockouts are 
alleged. 
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The complexity and implication of the issues facing federally regulated employers and unions 
require the Board to judiciously apply a wide range of knowledge and skills in industrial 
relations and administrative law in diverse contexts. The demand for adjudicative services 
has thus been historically high, although declining to a more sustainable level over the last 
two years. Furthermore, the commitment of the Board to promote, wherever possible, the 
joint resolution of issues by the parties — along with clients’ demands for the Board’s 
assistance in mediating unresolved issues as an alternative to litigation — entails increasing 
demands on the Board’s resources. Accordingly, the Board continues to place considerable 
emphasis in augmenting both its skill and resource levels to meet the needs of its clients. 


2.1 Volume of Matters 


After an initial spike in caseload levels in the years following the 1999 amendments to the 
Code, due to the wider scope of matters that the CIRB could hear, the volume of matters 
appears to have levelled off. Chart 1 shows the caseload pattern for the CIRB over the last 
five fiscal years’. While the forecasted number of matters received by the Board in 2004-05 
is expected to fall to its lowest level since peaking in 2000-01, the number of received 
matters for any given year is estimated to be in the range of 820 to 850. By comparison, 
during the five fiscal years preceding the Code amendments, the number of 
applications/complaints was significantly lower, averaging 735 per year.

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In order to deal with the relatively high incoming volume in recent years, the Board needed 
to dispose of matters more quickly. Consequently, the CIRB adopted a number of 
accommodating administrative measures and increasingly took advantage of the statutory 
provisions of the 1999 amendments to the Code, which allow a broader variety of CIRB

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matters to be decided without an oral hearing and the more frequent use of single member 
panels. As a result, the Board has gradually expanded its use of in-camera proceedings and 
hearings based upon written materials and submissions to reduce traveling time and allow a 
more focused hearing process. These measures, along with other case management 
improvements, such as the use of pre-hearing conferences, has allowed the Board to expedite 
the disposition of matters, and to dispose of more matters than the number of incoming cases 
received for the last four years. 


While the Board has generally augmented its rate of matter disposition, a diminished 
adjudicative capacity in 2004-05 resulted in the lowest number of matters being disposed in 
the last five fiscal years. Nevertheless, since the rate of disposition continues to outpace the 
incoming volume, the number of pending cases is projected to fall from a high of 802 in 
2000-01 to 632 at the end of March 2005 (see Chart 1). In the last five fiscal years, the CIRB 
has disposed of an average of 891 matters per year, compared to the average of 713 matters 
for the last five fiscal years preceding the Code amendments (or 25% more). Furthermore, 
the Board will have reduced the number of backlog cases by 65 in 2004-05 (697 to 632), 
which is considerably more than has been achieved in the last few years except 2001-02. 
Even so, the Board will need to find added measures and increase its efficiency in order to 
reduce the backlog of matters in an accelerated manner. 


2.2 More Complex Cases 


Other than the absolute volume of matters, the CIRB’s workload has also been largely 
affected by the greater incidence of more complex matters since, and as a result of, the 
changes to the Code. Complex cases, which typically involve numerous sections of the Code 
as well as Charter issues, are both lengthier to process and require more of the Board’s 
resources for their disposition. Table 1 indicates that complex cases have accounted for more 
than 80 matters a year over the last five fiscal years, representing more than 10% of matters 
disposed of in any given year on average. By comparison, complex cases accounted for only 
47 matters a year on average in the previous five fiscal years.

Similarly, the number of hearing days required to process these more complex matters has 
also increased, averaging 310 days a year over the last five fiscal years, compared to 103 days 
in the previous five fiscal years (a 300% increase). This elevated incidence of complex 
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matters obviously impacts on the volume of cases that can be disposed of with a given 
adjudicative capacity. 


2.3 Expedited Matters 


In addition to more complex cases, certain types of matters require priority action. These 
cases include interim order/decision requests, requests to file Board orders in Court, referrals 
to the Board by the Minister of Labour and Housing relating to the maintenance of activities 
required during a legal work stoppage, applications for an invalid strike or lockout vote, 
applications for a declaration of unlawful strike or lockout, unfair labour practice complaints 
respecting the use of replacement workers and dismissals for union activities. Such matters 
are scheduled, heard and decided in priority to other elements in the Board’s caseload. 


These type of cases have also increased since the 1999 amendments to the Code, representing 
between 7.5% to slightly more than 9% of applications received over the last five fiscal 
years, as opposed to less than 3% in the five years prior to the Code amendments. 
Additionally, priority is given to the processing and consideration of certification 
applications, and to any other matter where there appears to be a significant potential for 
industrial relations problems if there is a delay in its resolution, or where other identifiable 
factors require a matter to be promptly addressed. The setting of priorities inevitably results 
in the deferral of less urgent matters. Scheduling pressures, consequent upon the volume and 
priority setting, can make very lengthy or complex matters — the kind of matters that are 
now typically scheduled for oral hearing at the Board — difficult to resolve expeditiously. 
Chart 2 sets out the volume of expedited matters and certifications from 2000-01 to 2004-05.

2.4 Written Decisions 


The new provisions of the Code, first introduced in 1999, have also resulted in a significantly 
increased number of written decisions. Uncertainties ensuing from the new legislative 
provisions and the lack of jurisprudence in applying them have resulted in a situation where 
parties have been more prone to litigate many contentious matters. This has led to an increase 
in the need for the Board to interpret and apply the Code in matters involving provisions that 
were revised and/or added, which, in turn, is reflected in a significant increase in Board 
jurisprudence. These decisions serve both to resolve the issues relevant to complex 
circumstances and to clarify the way the Code, including the new Code provisions, will apply 
in evolving circumstances’. In this respect, the Board strives to provide timely, good and 
legally sound decisions that are also consistent across similar matters in order to establish 
strong and clear jurisprudence, which in turn is expected to lessen applications to the Board 
for the reconsideration of prior decisions as well as reducing the likelihood of applications to 
the Federal Court of Appeal for a judicial review. 


The Board’s experience of issuing Reasons for decision and letter decisions in the last five 
fiscal years is reflected in Chart 3. On average, the CIRB has issued more than 50 of the 
more detailed Reasons for decision each year over the last five years, and close to 200 letter 
decisions. The balance of matters are either withdrawn or disposed of by orders. In the 
previous five fiscal years, the Board issued an average of 38 Reasons for decision per year 
and 133 letter decisions.

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The Board issues detailed Reasons for decision in matters of broader national significance and/or 
significant precedential importance. In other matters, more concise letter decisions help expedite the 
decision-making process, therein providing more timely industrial relations outcomes for parties. 
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2.5 General Government Environment 


Other than the straight business operational pressures described above, the Government of 
Canada has adopted a number of laudable resource management initiatives and reviews that 
require serious attention from all departments and agencies. Initiatives such as the 
expenditure review exercise, Public Service Renewal, Modern Comptrollership and 
improved internal audit and evaluation functions require an increasing amount of both human 
and financial resources to implement and complete. 


Unlike larger departments, small agencies like the CIRB, have negligible non-discretionary 
financial resources that can be reallocated to the added activities, and often do not have 
sufficient in-house expertise to conduct and implement the initiatives. Consequently, 
resources that are directed towards these initiatives are usually taken from existing 
operational budgets, thereby adding to the service delivery pressures. 
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Section III: Plans and Priorities 


3.1 Summary 


The sole strategic outcome of the Board is to contribute to and promote a harmonious 
industrial relations climate in the federally regulated sector through the impartial, effective 
and appropriate administration of the rules of conduct that govern labour and management in 
their representational and bargaining activities. In achieving this strategic outcome, the CIRB 
provides effective industrial relations solutions for the Canadian labour relations community 
in a fair and timely manner. 


Public transparency of and accountability for decision-making has always been a priority of 
the Board in attaining its goal, and will remain so. However, the foremost priority for the 
Board in the upcoming years will be to improve upon the timeliness of its decisions and, in 
particular, to significantly reduce the number of backlog cases that is ongoing since 1998-99. 


In order to deliver on this priority, the Board will initially focus its efforts on reviewing the 
broad issues of current organizational effectiveness and, in particular, its operational 
processes, in delivering its services. The aim of these reviews will be to simplify and/or 
shorten case processing measures in order to increase the number of matters that can be 
disposed of with a given adjudicative capacity. 


The activities that the CIRB will undertake in the next few years in support of its strategic 
outcome and to meet its priority are varied. 


3.2 Main Activities 


A number of process review activities will be undertaken in the next three years to assess 
whether the CIRB’s internal case management procedures are as efficient as they can be, and 
to uncover any improvements that can be adopted with the goal of reducing the total 
processing time of cases. Processing time is essentially composed of two parts: the time it 
takes the Board’s staff to open, investigate, mediate and prepare a file to be given to a 
Vice-Chairperson or panel for decision; and the time it takes the Vice-Chairperson or panel 
to render a decision. Both ends of the equation will need to be reviewed. 


Initially, the Board will concentrate its efforts on three types of matters: applications for 
certification, duty of fair representation complaints and applications for reconsideration of 
Board decisions. The reason why these particular types of matters were selected for review is 
that they represent an important proportion of the CIRB’s workload (more than 40%) and/or 
are matters that represent an important potential for industrial relations problems if there is a 
delay in their resolution. The CIRB has already initiated the process review for applications 
for certification as well as duty of fair representation complaints. 
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Applications for Certification 


Over the last year, the CIRB has established a Certification Review Process Committee, 
which is examining the particularities of the Board’s certification process and which will 
recommend concrete actions in order to meet the goal of reducing processing time for this 
type of matter. A number of preliminary measures have been recommended, and tested on 
pilot cases, and are currently being discussed within the organization. Under the new 
measures, the target for processing regular standard certification applications — those that 
appear to clearly meet the requirements of the Code and that are not associated with another 
matter — from receipt to disposition should be 50 days. By comparison, the average 
processing time for certification applications over the last five fiscal years stands at 182 days. 


A consensus on final internal recommendations and consultations with the Board’s 
stakeholders are slated for the first half of 2005-06, with the adoption of the resulting new 
certification measures to follow thereafter. 


Duty of Fair Representation Complaints 


Duty of fair representation (DFR) complaints, which are complaints by union members 
against their union, or its representatives, for neglecting to properly represent them with 
respect to their rights under the collective agreement, continue to comprise a significant 
percentage of the CIRB’s caseload. Close to 20% of the Board’s matters are related to this 
type of case in 2004-05, a proportion that is equally representative of the average over the 
last five fiscal years. 


In addition to comprising a significant proportion of the CIRB’s workload, DFR complaints 
are also among the lengthiest to process. Not because they take so much time to process per 
say, but because they are usually deferred in favor of more urgent matters, mentioned 
previously, unless they involve serious disciplinary measures against the complainant. 
Nevertheless, since processing time represents the time between a complaint has been 
submitted to its disposition, any measure that would reduce the processing time would not 
only be welcomed by the client, but would also have a significant impact on the overall CIRB 
performance. 


Therefore, the CIRB has also created a DFR Process Review Committee, which is currently 
looking at various best practices used by provincial labour tribunals as well as other measures 
that could simplify and greatly shorten their disposition. Final recommendations are expected 
in the second half of the fiscal year. 


Stakeholder Consultations 


Formal and informal consultations with clients have always been important for the CIRB and 
will be even more crucial in the next few years. A client consultation workgroup was formed 
in 2004-05 to review this strategic activity and to develop a more structured, regular and 
broader approach to consulting with our client base. A Terms of Reference document has 
been prepared and a number of client consultation activities have been planned or have 


a Te 


recently started. In particular, stakeholder consultations will be held in 2005-06 relative to 
the specific case management process reviews previously mentioned (certifications and duty 
of fair representation complaints). Thereafter, consultations will be held on longer-term 
issues as well as general issues of importance to our clients. 


3.3 Other Supporting Activities 


In addition to the main activities highlighted above, the CIRB is, or will be, involved in a 
number of other supporting activities. 


Modern Management Agenda 


The Board has actively embarked on a number of modern management initiatives, sponsored 
by the Treasury Board, in order to ensure that it applies the best possible management 
practices and governance to its operations. Assessment activities were conducted in late 
2002-03 and early 2003-04 under the auspices of the Modern Comptrollership, Internal Audit 
and Management Accountability Framework initiatives. Resulting action plans were 
developed in late 2003-04 and early 2004-05, and all of the planned activities noted above fit 
within, and are an integral part of, the Board’s Management Accountability Framework 
Strategy. 


Another modern management activity that the Board will undertake in the upcoming fiscal 
year is the finalized development and implementation of a revamped business and 
operational planning cycle. The objectives of the new planning cycle is to thoroughly review 
the Board’s strategic plan, to tightly knit operational plans to the goals of the strategic plan 
and to foster an improved mutual understanding of the CIRB’s direction between its staff, 
management and Board members. 


Information Technology 


Our plans and efforts to improve overall effectiveness and to meet the goals of the 
Government On-Line initiative include improvements to the Board’s information technology 
apparatus. In this respect, the Board has launched an internal initiative, which is a dynamic 
plan, supported by leading edge technology, to improve the way we manage and share 
information and to communicate more effectively in order to better serve our clients. 


The main elements of this initiative are: 


e the complete renewal of the Case Management Information Retrieval System 
(CMIR), which is the Board’s core business system, in order to replace the existing 
obsolete system. The main components of the new system are in their last year of 
development and are scheduled to be operational in 2005-06. When completed, the 
new case management system will also dynamically link to the Board’s electronic 
document management system, which was launched in the last year, and which 
includes documents and correspondence associated with cases. These system 
developments are directed to improving the efficiency of the Board with regards to its 
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case management activities and will eventually reduce the reliance on paper copies 
for case management activities; 


e the implementation of secure remote access (SRA) to Board systems and databases, 
thereby allowing Board members to continue working during extensive periods of 
travel; 


e the continued development of the Board’s intranet with the goal of providing 
members and staff all necessary tools to exchange information required in order to 
operate in a more timely and effective manner; 


e the continued development of the Board’s Internet site in order to provide clients 
with an increasing range of pertinent information and on-line services. 


Mediation 


The CIRB must endeavour to increase and broaden its mediation and alternative dispute 
resolution services to employers, unions, and employees. The use of mediation in the case of 
unfair labour practice matters has resulted in the resolution of between 55 to 65% of 
complaints disposed by the Board without the need for a costly hearing or a written decision. 
Furthermore, the processing time for adjudicated solutions tends to be significantly higher 
than for mediated solutions - almost 60% more on average over the last five years. More 
importantly, however, the Board firmly believes that a solution worked out by the concerned 
parties, even if assisted by a third party, is infinitely better than any imposed solution. 


In-camera Proceedings 


A statutory provision of the 1999 amendments to the Code allows Board matters to be 
decided without an oral hearing. As its caseload has increased, the Board has made a greater 
effort of using in-camera proceedings and hearings based upon written materials and 
submissions. This measure, along with other case management improvements such as the use 
of pre-hearing conferences, has allowed the Board to expedite matters more quickly and 
reduce both hearing and travel times. The Board will continue to utilize these measures to 
monitor and streamline the processing and disposition of cases, although with the increased 
incidence of complex matters as noted above, which typically require hearings, any further 
improvements may be relatively moderate. 


Information Circulars/Practice Notes 


One of the major outcomes of previous discussions with major client groups was a broad 
agreement on the development of information circulars or practice notes. The purpose of 
practice notes and information circulars is to help communicate to its clients and to the 
public the Board’s procedures and practices in relation to the Code and the Regulations 
adopted by the Board in December of 2001. In essence, practice notes or information 
circulars are meant to increase the accessibility and transparency of Board processes by 
providing common language instructions respecting the interpretation and application of the 
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Code and Regulations. It is expected that these will make the Board’s processes easier for 
clients to understand and manage, and ensure that the substance of matters can be more easily 
and quickly addressed. They are also expected to allow pre-hearing procedures to continue to 
reduce the actual time required in the hearing process by ensuring that pre-hearing 
information discovery processes are as effective as possible and that preparation for all 
matters scheduled for hearing is as complete as possible. The development of information 
circulars or practice notes will be an ongoing process. 


Videoconferencing 


The Board installed videoconferencing facilities in all of its offices across Canada in late 
2002-03. To date, we have essentially used this capability for internal purposes, as we get 
acquainted with the efficient use of the technology. Videoconferencing has also been used in 
a limited fashion for a small number of selected external proceedings, but without conclusive 
results. In the coming years, however, the Board would like to expand its use of 
videoconferencing for external proceedings, thereby making the Board more accessible to its 
clients while at the same time expediting Board processes, reducing time lost in travel and its 
associated costs, and allowing time-sensitive matters to be more rapidly scheduled and heard.

Part Ill - Report on Plans and Priorities 


Canada 


The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. 
This request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in 
the House of Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of: 


Part I — The Government Expense Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes the key elements of 
the Main Estimates. 


Part Il — The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve 
these votes to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled 
concurrently on or before March 1. 


Part III - Departmental Expenditure Plans, which is divided into two components: 


1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency 
(excluding Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail over a three-year period on an 
organisation’s main priorities by strategic outcome(s), program activity(s) and planned/expected results, including 
links to related resource requirements. The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major 
capital projects, grants and contributions, and net program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of 
the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in 
Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These documents are usually tabled on or before 
March 31 and referred to committees, which may then report to the House of Commons pursuant to 
Standing Order 81(4). 


2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of results achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover 
the most recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board 
on behalf of the ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of 
the Financial Administration Act. 


Supplementary Estimates directly support an Appropriation Act. The Supplementary Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in the subsequent appropriation bill. Parliamentary approval is required to 
enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Supplementary Estimates are normally tabled twice a year, 
the first document in early November and a final document in early March. Each Supplementary Estimates document is 
identified alphabetically A, B, C, etc. Under special circumstances, more than two Supplementary Estimates documents 
can be published in any given year. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments 
achieved in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for 

the allocation and management of public funds.

School Plans and Priorities 
Environment 


The Government of Canada is committed to a 21“ century public service that grows human 
capital, nurtures innovation and manages knowledge as a strategic asset. The public service and 
the environment in which we operate are in the early days of important culture changes in which 
training and learning are viewed increasingly as an investment that is essential to the excellence 
of the services provided to Canadians. 


The School is one of the three organizations within the Treasury Board portfolio, each with their 
own unique role to play in supporting the Treasury Board in its role as employer: 

« Treasury Board Secretariat; 

# Public Service Human Resources Management Agency of Canada; and, 

" Canada School of Public Service. 


The present alignment of human resources management roles and responsibilities within the 
portfolio arises from: 
= Royal Assent of the Public Service Modernization Act (PSMA) in November 2003, and 
# machinery of government changes effective December 12, 2003 and more recently July 
20, 2004, which redefined the Treasury Board portfolio. 


The Canada School of Public Service (CSPS) was created on April 1, 2004 when the legislative 
provisions in Part IV of the PSMA were proclaimed in force. It became part of the Treasury 
Board portfolio in July 2004. The School amalgamates three founding institutions — the 
Canadian Centre for Management Development (CCMD), Training and Development Canada 
(TDC) and Language Training Canada (LTC). Significant work was undertaken in 2004 to 
manage the initial change processes. Key objectives included: 


# integrating CCMD, TDC and LTC in order to build one team, focused on one mission; 


* implementing governance and organization structures and putting in place essential 
human resource infrastructure; and 


* implementing modern systems, processes, infrastructure, pursuing a new financial 
framework and strengthening management practices. 


In 2005/06, as well as addressing the priorities identified in this Report, we will continue these 
implementation activities. While considerable progress has been made and many hurdles have 
been overcome, resource constraints in 2004/05 contributed to the delay of some activities such 
as the completion of our learner registration system and website and the harmonization of our 
information management and technology platforms. 


The School’s operating environment is also affected by the following issues: 
» Public Service Learning Priorities: The Public Service Human Resources Management 


Agency of Canada (PSHRMAC) is responsible for developing a learning policy 
framework that identifies mandatory/core learning requirements for the public service. 


The School is working with the Agency to support the development of this policy 
framework and to define the School’s specific mandate in serving core/mandatory 
learning needs. 


= Funding Framework: The School is working with the Treasury Board Secretariat to 
develop a financial framework that will support mandatory/core learning in the public 
service and strike a more appropriate balance between cost-recovery and appropriation in 
the delivery of all the School’s programs and services. 


= Language Training: Issues have arisen around official language training and testing in 
the public service. The School (responsible for training), and the Public Service 
Commission (responsible for testing), with the PSHRMAC (responsible for official 
languages policy) and senior leaders from several departments and agencies, are 
conducting a Review of Language Training and Testing in the Public Service to develop 
a vision for the future and identify new training and testing models. 


Planning Period Priorities 


The School is an active partner with federal departments/agencies in the development and 
provision of learning opportunities and part of the broader commitment by the Government of 
Canada to public service excellence and continuous learning. We have made steady progress, 
since the creation of the School on April 1, 2004, to position the School for the future and to 
implement the essential infrastructure that supports the Government’s learning objectives for 
public servants. 


Our approach is premised on a new business model where: 


° the School will become a centre of excellence, focussing on research, setting curricula 
standards, monitoring quality and promoting the values of learning; and, 


e the School’s design and delivery role will be enhanced through the greater use of 
partnerships. 


Our plan is to stay the course and focus on three core priorities: 


" ensuring the relevance of our learning products and services by realigning learning in 
order to get back to basics and to strike a better balance between leadership development 
and management skills; 


= improving the accessibility of our learning products and services by building partnerships 
with potential service providers (such as universities and community colleges) to 
enhance the national delivery of learning opportunities to public servants and 
implementing blended learning approaches and new technologies to better support 
learning; and 


= addressing the affordability of our learning products and services by completing a review 
of costing and charging practices, implementing ongoing management improvement 
measures to reduce costs, including overhead, and working with Treasury Board 
Secretariat to identify a new financial framework. 


Our aim is to complete what we have started. Full implementation of the School’s operational 
activities is anticipated by April 2006. The elements of the School’s strategy are outlined below. 


Relevant Learning Products and Services 


To improve relevance, the School’s products and services are being aligned to key learning 
objectives associated with the government’s expectations for modern public service management 
(as reflected in the Management Accountability Framework), public service leadership 
competencies and government priorities. This work is a priority within the School’s two 
program activities to “develop, manage and disseminate knowledge products” and to “manage 
the provision of learning services” and is intended to provide a better balance of learning 
opportunities that responds to the unique working needs of: 


= managers including senior leaders (DMs/ADMs), senior managers (EXs), middle 
managers and first-line supervisors; 


= functional experts including human resources, finance, procurement, materiel 
management, real property and information management professionals; 


= employees that are new to the Public service; and 
= public servants in general. 


Figure 1 (below) highlights CSPS priorities and the links from learning objectives, to the 
School’s strategic outcome and learning activities. 
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Note: Delivery of learning activities involves a blended approach which may include classroom-based courses, 
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Figure 1 


The School’s major initiatives to ensure relevance of learning products and services during the 
planning period include: 


= completion of Curriculum Review: Phase 1, by June 2005, involves the identification of 
learning products/processes and the development of the curriculum structure and Phase 2, 
by December 2005, involves development of program content and implementation of the 
new curriculum; 


« implementation in 2005 of the complete public service core learning series in key areas 
where public servants have stewardship responsibilities — human resources management, 
finance, procurement, materiel management, real property and information management; 


= completion of the design, development and implementation of classroom and online 
learning products as well as learning events in 2005 to support the implementation of the 
Public Service Modernization Act throughout the federal public service; and 


* renewal of public service language training based on the recommendations from the 
Review of Language Training and Testing in the Public Service, which are expected to be 
available in March 2005. 


Accessible Learning Products and Services 


Improved access to the School’s learning products and services is critical to the achievement of 
the employer’s learning requirements for the public service and the learning expectations of 
individual public servants. Accessibility is a key priority with respect to the School’s program 
activity to “manage the provision of learning services”. Major initiatives during the planning 
period to extend the School’s reach include: 


« further development of our service delivery model, in partnership with Federal Councils, 
to finalize and implement a province-by-province service delivery network by June 2005; 


# improved collaboration with universities, community colleges and departmental learning 
centres through our Regional Directors to identify and explore opportunities to work 
together more closely as part of implementing/enhancing our province-by-province 
service delivery network; and 


= integration of e-learning programming, through Campusdirect, into the School’s 
operations and further refinement of the School’s blended learning approach (mixing 
traditional classroom learning with seminars, conference events and computer-assisted 
learning). 


Affordable Learning Products and Services 


The affordability of learning products and services affects learning program utilization rates as 
well as the continued viability/sustainability of the School. Affordability is a key priority led by 
the School’s “corporate services” program activity, although all program activities are expected 
to contribute. Major initiatives during the planning period to address affordability include: 


= implementation of an integrated Modern Management Action Plan, including an 
operational review and policy update, to position the School as a model for modern 
public sector management; 


= completion of a review of costing and charging practices and implementation of cost 
reduction measures, including overhead costs, to meet expenditure reduction 
commitments during the planning period; and 


* implementation of a supporting financial framework in 2005/06 that strikes a more 
appropriate balance between appropriation and cost recovery and does not impose a 
disproportionate burden on learners for design and development of learning products and 
services and associated overhead costs.

This program activity is integral to the recognition of the School as a centre of excellence and in 
its ability to realign its products and services in order to reflect modern public sector 
management practices and better meet the needs of government 


and learners. It will support the School’s priority for ensuring the 
relevance of its learning products and services by: Priorities and Plans 


e overseeing the development and review of the School’s 
curriculum and alignment of its learning products with the government’s expectations for 
modern public service management, public service leadership competencies and 
government priorities; 


° conducting research and analysis that can be incorporated into, and improve, the School’s 
learning products and services; and, 


6 providing key linkages and access to the public administration community, in Canada and 
internationally, in order to be at the forefront of knowledge and have access to best 
practices around the world. 


The PSHRMAC is developing a learning policy framework which will identify the 
mandatory/core learning requirements for the public service. The 
School is working with the Agency to support the development of 
this policy framework and to define the School’s specific mandate in 
serving core/mandatory learning needs. The timely completion of 
this work is critical to positioning the School for the future, rolling- 
out new, more relevant, accessible and affordable learning opportunities and implementing a 
business model that contributes to the viability and sustainability of School operations. 


Key Challenges/

Research: 


Through its research sub-activity, the School conducts research and analysis and publishes a 
variety of documents on a range of issues including public administration, public sector 
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management, governance, learning and leadership. This research is developed through a 
network of international and domestic partnerships. 


Financial Resources:

Action research involves practitioners, academics and experts working together over a short time 
period on issues of immediate relevance to managers. These projects make leading-edge 
knowledge available quickly so that it can be applied to the work environment and incorporated 
into the classroom, learning events and on-line learning products. 


Three projects will be launched in each fiscal year during the planning period. In 2005/06, 
action research roundtables will address issues of Organizational Memory (Fall 2005), Creativity 
(Fall 2005) and the third may focus on Strategic Talent Management (Winter 2006). 


Governance Research 


The School’s governance research agenda is an ongoing, multi-year program. The aim is to 
develop linkages that allow this work to feed directly into School learning programs. 
Publications targeted for release in 2005/2006 include Accountability: Ministers, Public Servants 
and MPs (April 2005), Results-based Accountability, Canada’s Model of Public Service and, 
Smart Practices in Public Management (Mid 2005) as well as publications for release later in 
2005/2006 on Legitimacy and Confidence in Government, internal public service accountability, 
parliamentary accountability, accountability for delegated governance and, the role of Deputy 
Ministers in the public service of Canada. 


Strengthening the Research Community 


The School, in particular through its annual support of the Institute of Public Administration of 
Canada and the Canadian Association of Programs in Public Administration, attempts to 
strengthen the academic and professional public administration communities in Canada as well 
as to foster dialogue between them. 


Senior Visiting Fellows: 


Through its Senior Visiting Fellows sub-activity, the perspectives of highly experienced 
individuals from within and outside the public service are brought to bear upon the work of the 
School. Through research, presentations and publications, the Fellows make a valuable 
contribution to the creation and dissemination of public sector management knowledge within 
the public service, while advancing and expanding their own knowledge.

The School has re-profiled the Visiting Fellows Program to attract candidates from the larger 
group of the executive community (EX1 - EX5). A new selection process, approved by the 
Board of Governors, is being implemented and it is anticipated that new Fellows selected under 
this process will begin their terms early in the 2005/2006 period. 


University and Community College Relations: 


Through its university and community college relations sub-activity, the School manages its 
multi-faceted relationship with Canada’s universities and community colleges. This consists of 
five key elements: 


* creating seamless learning pathways between the federal public service and the Canadian 
schools and programs of public administration; 


* building stronger linkages in research; 
= supporting the discipline of public administration and its efforts at succession planning; 


« fostering discussion between practitioners and members of the academic community; 
and, 


= developing a policy for service delivery learning partnerships with post-secondary 
education institutions.

The School has achieved advanced standing for its courses at Dalhousie University, the Ecole 
nationale d’administration publique, Humber Institute of Technology and Advanced Learning, 
University of Ottawa and University of Regina and continues to seek out new opportunities. The 
School’s federal public servant-in-residence initiative, which provides federal executives 
opportunities to teach and conduct research at recognized Canadian universities, was a success in 
2004 and the recruiting of candidates is underway for the 2005/2006 academic year; and, the 
Young Mentorship Initiative, aimed at mentoring young scholars, is continuing. Deputy 
Minister champions have been appointed for each of the Schools of Public Administration in 
Canada. 


The School will also continue to host the University Seminar and the Canada School of Public 
Service/Canadian Association of Programs in Public Administration (CAPPA) Symposium. The 
University Seminar brings together university researchers and teachers specializing in public 
administration and fosters dialogue on developments, changes, and innovations in the Public 
Service of Canada. The Seminar will continue to be linked to the Manion Lecture, which brings 
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together academics and senior federal public servants and features an outstanding Canadian or 
international practitioner in public management. The CSPS/CAPPA Symposium provides a 
forum for the discussion of the issues facing the Public Service of Canada, and an opportunity 
for CAPPA members to inform practitioners of the developments within the discipline of public 
administration. 


The RPP 2004/2005 described the School’s commitment to a national community college pilot 
project. The pilot would have explored the potential of community colleges to design and 
deliver courses for federal public servants. As design progressed, it became evident that the pilot 
would not be a realistic way to test potential on a national level, primarily due to the breadth of 
its scope and the high degree of decentralization of learning and development budgets in the 
federal public service. During the planning period, the School’s Regional Directors will 
continue to work with community colleges with the objective of developing a more regionally 
based, province-by-province service delivery network. 


International: 


Through its international sub-activity the School seeks to remain at the leading edge of 
knowledge about best practices in public sectors around the world and contribute to the 
international recognition of the School as a premier public sector learning organization and 
leader in public sector renewal and capacity building. 


It does this by: 


# increasing public sector expertise through strengthening and adding to the School’s 
relationships with sister organizations internationally and with key international 
organizations in the public management field (e.g., Commonwealth Association of Public 
Administration and Management, International Institute of Administrative Sciences, 
International Association of Schools and Institutes of Administration); and, 


" promoting good governance abroad, in line with Canadian foreign policy, through 
technical transfer opportunities to build the professional capacity of public sectors in 
other countries and through institutional coaching of sister public sector learning 
organizations.

Over the planning period, in addition to ongoing efforts to provide a link between the School and 
the international community in the public management field, the School will continue the 
following major initiatives: 


» the Technical Cooperation Project with Brazil’s National School of Public 
Administration involving the ongoing migration of our programs, methodologies and 
research which is contributing to Brazilian public sector reform and building the capacity 
of senior government decision makers; funded by the Canadian International 
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Development Agency (CIDA), the partnership has exposed CSPS to public 
administration issues in Brazil and to the National School’s best practices. 


« the Institutional Cooperation project with the Central Party School of China is a five-year 
commitment funded by CIDA, which involves the development of curriculum and 
learning approaches to enhance the capacity of senior leaders to manage sustainable 
development in China. 


# the Public Sector Reform Project with the Presidential Administration of Russia which, 
with our colleagues from the Privy Council Office, Treasury Board Secretariat, Justice 
and the Public Service Commission, involves assisting the Presidential Administration 
identify and implement projects to further Russian public sector reform; funded by 
CIDA, the project contributes to enhancing the Government of Canada’s bilateral 
relations with Russia. 


* the Projet d’appui a la réforme administrative (PARA) du Bénin is a four-year project, 
funded by CIDA, to build capacity and institutional support in public administration and 
good governance which involves change management, organization design and 
leadership coaching/training for Bénin reform leaders and management development 
learning, training and coaching activities with Bénin public servants; CSPS learning 
specialists are the primary resources developing learning programs and the curriculum. 


Knowledge Management: 


Through its knowledge management sub-activity the School acquires, stores, manages and 
transmits information and knowledge of value to the delivery of its services.

The School launched a fundamental review of the combined curriculum of CCMD, TDC and 
LTC in 2003/2004. The review is intended to: 


= integrate our current and planned learning programs into curricula that guide learners 
through a series of learning activities; and

« develop a new learning philosophy for the School that makes the best use of classroom 
courses, learning events and on-line activities to provide effective learning at affordable 
costs. 


The aim is to ensure that the School’s offerings are aligned with the core knowledge areas 
defined by the employer. Work will continue during the planning period, recognizing that 
PSHRMAC’s work on the learning policy framework is critical in this respect. The completion 
of Phase 1 is anticipated in early 2005 and will establish the School’s curricula framework and 
provide for curricula development in accordance with blended learning structures. Phase 2 
involves the piloting, testing and refining of these products; completion is anticipated by 
December 2005. Major milestones are: 


= Managerial Curricula (All Levels): initial offer of a program of study by Winter 2005/06. 
Immediate action items include: streamlining and refining the existing curricula to 
eliminate overlaps between courses; identifying gaps and developing a strategy to acquire 
required courses; and aligning CSPS curricula with certificate and diploma programs 
from Public Administration Faculties of Universities and Colleges. 


« Functional Expert Community Curricula (Human Resources): complete the design, 


development and implementation of classroom and online learning products as well as 
learning events in 2005 to support the implementation of the Public Service 
Modernization Act; provide ongoing PSMA learning opportunities through 2006/2007. 


= Functional Expert Community Curricula (Except Human Resources): subject to funding 


availability, begin detailed curricula development work in 2005/2006. 


= Orientation to the Public Service: subject to funding availability, begin detailed curricula 
development work in 2005/2006.

With respect to language training, the School is experiencing funding pressures due to growing 
demand and, while the recommendations of the Review of Language Training and Testing in the 
Public Service are expected in March 2005, the breadth of the recommendations is not known at 
this time. As a consequence, the School’s operating plans for language training in the coming 
period anticipate these uncertainties and recognize there may be a need to refresh our plans. 


Highlighted below are the details of the results to be achieved during the planning period by 
Program Sub-Activity. 


Client Services: 


Through its client services sub-activity, the School manages its overall relationship with clients 
and builds an ongoing liaison with learners. Client Services is the primary point of entry to the 
School for departments, regions, communities, international clients and individual learners. 
Client Services focuses on activities that contribute to the achievement of School priorities with 
respect to the pursuit of partnership opportunities and ensuring clients have a voice in the School.

The School is implementing an integrated Client Contact Centre to better serve its clients. 
Introduction of this critical business system was delayed from 2004/2005 due to financial 
constraints. Subject to the availability of funds, the objective is to implement a customer 
relationship management system in 2005. 


Marketing and Outreach 


Marketing and outreach are key elements of the School’s overall implementation strategy. As 
work with the Treasury Board Secretariat and PSHRMAC to define the employer’s learning 
requirements for the public service near completion, our priority is to coordinate the School’s 
promotional activities in 2005 and implement an integrated marketing strategy. 


Organizational Learning 


The School provides advice to federal departments and agencies on how to move forward on 
their commitments as continuous learning organizations and how to improve their performance 
through tailored learning strategies and investments. 


Conferences/Special Events 


The successful staging of conferences and special events has contributed significantly to Public 
service learning opportunities. The School will continue to build on this foundation during the 
planning period by: 


" supporting the establishment and branding of the new School; 


® supporting PSHRMAC’s implementation of PSMA provisions; 


" increasing its use of live and interactive technologies such as videoconferencing and 
business television; and 


= further developing methodologies and tools to evaluate the learning acquired through 
conferences and special events. 


Regional Services Delivery: 


Through its regional services delivery sub-activity, the School’s programs are delivered in the 
regions through the management of a province-by-province service delivery network. Currently, 
the Leadership and Learning Centres also deliver programs in the regions, but over time 
resources in this sub-activity will be consolidated into Regional Services Delivery. In this sub- 
activity, the School also maintains effective working relationships with regional clients, partners 
and stakeholders and for provides a focal point for the gathering and analysis of regional 
interests.

During the planning period, major delivery priorities for the leadership and career development 
sub-activity will be to: 


= Deliver leadership programs to support public servants in developing the leadership 
competencies required for modern public sector management and to bring to life the 
values of the public service in the workplace; 


= Deliver the learning component of corporate career development programs such as the 
Management Trainee Program (MTP), the Career Assignment Program (CAP) and the 
Accelerated Executive Development Program (AEXDP) and extend the use of the 
learning components of these programs by making them available to the general 
population of executives/managers, ensuring consistency between both delivery streams. 


= Provide learning programs to senior public service leaders. The senior leaders’ program 
was redesigned in 2004/05 and is modelled after the structured learning programs offered 
to senior leaders in other large organizations. In 2005/06 we will: 


o offer an orientation program for new Heads of Agencies; 
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o offer an Advanced Seminar for Deputy Ministers and Assistant Deputy Ministers 
on emerging, cross-cutting policy issues (which could include themes such as 
federalism, immigration, aboriginal issues or international trends); 


o pilot a series of roundtables for Deputy Ministers on themes such as the regions; 
and 


o offer core learning programs for Deputy Ministers, Assistant Deputy Ministers 
and Heads of Agencies on finance and human resource management. 


Public Administration/Management and Professional Development 


During the planning period, the major delivery priorities for sub-activities of public 
administration/management and professional development will be to: 


Continue the delivery of learning services to support the needs of employees, supervisors, 
managers, executives and functional communities; 


Manage the delivery of courses in the core learning series on stewardship in key areas of 
human resources management, finance, procurement and information management; 


Implement train-the-trainers programs to help departments address internal and 
government-wide learning priorities; 


Manage the design and delivery of courses on PSMA implementation, involving: 


o Phase 1: complete the training of a critical group of HR specialists and managers 
on the Public Service Labour Relations Act and Financial Administration Act 
changes (2005). 


o Phase 2: design and develop learning products on the Public Service Employment 
Act changes (2005-2006) 


Official Languages Training 


During the planning period, the Language Training Centre will continue to deliver quality 
languages training and diagnostic services and to develop new products and materials for 
statutory and non-statutory language training. The Language Training Centre will: 


continue to meet its obligations under the Action Plan on Official Languages by training 
440 students over its A-base capacity; 


continue to implement new blended learning methodologies and tools, in both official 
languages, for public servants from coast to coast; and 


implement measures to renew public service language training based on 
recommendations from the Review of Language Training and Testing in the Public 
Service; the intent is to develop a language training delivery model that reflects a modern 
approach to bilingualism, addresses issues related to feeder groups, employment equity 


ase 


and the regions, and recognizes that the acquisition of second language skills is an 
important aspect of career development. 


E-Learning: 


Through its e-learning sub-activity, the School develops and implements new learning methods, 
including computer-assisted learning and distance learning (e.g.: web-casting and video- 
conferencing). This includes responsibility for Campusdirect, a three-year pilot project to 
develop a public service-wide learning infrastructure.

On-line learning is an effective means of promoting learning in the Public service. 
Campusdirect was launched as a pilot project in April 2003. Early results are promising and a 
full evaluation will be conducted in 2005/2006 to assess its learning effectiveness and financial 
viability in serving the longer-term learning needs of the Public service. 


During the planning period, priority will be given to the following e-learning activities: 


= Campusdirect has provided the School with a broad suite of on-line learning products, a 
technical infrastructure that can deliver e-learning that is close to all public servants, and 
valuable experience in developing and operating an on-line learning service. Subject to 
the results of the evaluation, the School will develop a model to fully integrate 
Campusdirect capabilities with the School’s business operations. 


= Blended learning concepts will be used to lower delivery costs and to extend the reach of 
the CSPS programs. Work will continue with academic institutions to refine the School’s 
blended learning model. Priority will also be given to supporting the developmental 
needs of our learning specialists so that they can be proficient in the use of blended 
learning techniques in the School’s programs.

Modernization Act). The School’s most significant flexibilities, as a departmental corporation, 
are:

property right held, controlled or administered by the School.

Governance 


The School has implemented a systematic governance model. It includes: 


a Board of Governors that is established in legislation and responsible for the 
conduct and management of the School; chaired by the Clerk of the Privy Council 
and Secretary to Cabinet, the Board of Governors meets twice during each fiscal year 
in December and June. 


the position of President which is also established in legislation; the President is the 
chief executive officer of the School and is responsible for supervision over and 
direction of the work and staff of the School. 


a Senior Vice President who is responsible for the Learning and Leadership Centres. 


an Executive Committee which oversees the general direction and work of the 
School. It meets weekly and also conducts special purpose meetings in October to 
approve strategic directions/priorities, in March to approve cluster business 
plans/budgets and in September and January to review progress and approve course 
corrections.

Part Ill - Report on Plans and Priorities

The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. 
This request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in 
the House of Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of: 


Part I — The Government Expense Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes the key elements of 
the Main Estimates. 


Part Il — The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve 
these votes to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled 
concurrently on or before March 1. 


Part III — Departmental Expenditure Plans, which is divided into two components: 


1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency 
(excluding Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail over a three-year period on an 
organisation’s main priorities by strategic outcome(s), program activity(s) and planned/expected results, including 
links to related resource requirements. The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major 
capital projects, grants and contributions, and net program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of 
the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in 
Schedules I, 1.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These documents are usually tabled on or before 
March 31 and referred to committees, which may then report to the House of Commons pursuant to 
Standing Order 81(4). 


2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of results achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover 
the.most recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board 
on behalf of the ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of 
the Financial Administration Act. 


Supplementary Estimates directly support an Appropriation Act. The Supplementary Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in the subsequent appropriation bill. Parliamentary approval is required to 
enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Supplementary Estimates are normally tabled twice a year, 
the first document in early November and a final document in early March. Each Supplementary Estimates document is 
identified alphabetically A, B, C, etc. Under special circumstances, more than two Supplementary Estimates documents 


can be published in any given year. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments 
achieved in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for 

the allocation and management of public funds.

This work is being 
carried out with the Department of Human Resources and Skills Development under the lead of 
the Department of Canadian Heritage, in response to its evaluation report tabled in April 2003. 


In fiscal year 2005-2006, CAPPRT will celebrate its 10" anniversary since it became fully 
operational. We will organize various activities to mark this occasion and emphasize the 
benefits gained by artists and producers under Part II of the Status of the Artist Act. 


The Canadian Artists and Producers Professional Relations Tribunal remains firmly committed 
to the development and maintenance of constructive professional relations among artists, artists’ 
associations, producers, and producers’ associations and will continue to contribute to the 
economic and social well-being of its client community. The goal of this work is to achieve a 
thriving and successful cultural sector in Canada.

Departmental Plans and Priorities 
Operating Environment 


The economic contribution of the arts and culture sector is significant. In 2001, the sector 
contributed $38.5 billion to the Canadian economy, or almost 4 percent of gross domestic 
product, according to Statistics Canada’s revised figures using its new Canadian Framework for 
Culture Statistics. 


Although the works of Canadian artists enrich our daily lives and = 
‘ a1 OM The economics 
represent Canadians at home and abroad, the valuable contribution of df-artistic 
artists is not reflected in their earnings. According to the most recent endeavours 
Statistics Canada census data, artists’ average income rose to $27,200 in 
2000, up 23 percent from 1995. However it remained below the average income of all workers 
in Canada ($31,800), despite the higher than average level of education of artists. A high 
proportion of artists are self-employed; for example, almost 70 percent of visual artists and close 
to 50 percent of writers and craftspersons work as independent entrepreneurs according to the 
census. An estimated 100,000 self-employed artists fall under the Tribunal’s jurisdiction. In 
addition to having lower earnings, many self-employed artists do not have the advantages 
enjoyed by workers who are employees, such as employment insurance, training benefits and 
pension funds. 


The federal government has various institutions, programs and policies Nead tor 

to recognize and support artists and producers. The Status of the Artist provincial 

Act and CAPPRT are part of this support system. However, the impact legislation 

of the Act is limited due to its application to a small jurisdiction. Most 

work in the cultural sector falls under the jurisdiction of the provinces, which includes the vast 
majority of film and television programming production, sound recording, art exhibitions, 
theatrical production and book publishing. To date, Quebec is the only province with legislation 
granting collective bargaining rights to self-employed artists. Since the introduction of enabling 
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legislation on the status of the artist in 2002, the Saskatchewan government has been studying 
the possibility of introducing a legal collective bargaining framework for some artistic work in 
that province. The province of Ontario has launched an official study of status of the artist in 
Ontario as one of the responsibilities of its new Minister’s Advisory Council for Arts and 
Culture. 


The necessity for provincial legislation was recognized by the Standing Committee on Canadian 
Heritage in its ninth report in 1999. This view was expressed again in the Department of 
Canadian Heritage’s evaluation of the provisions and operations of the Status of the Artist Act 
carried out in 2002! (referred to as “evaluation report” in this document). 


The Tribunal supports the adoption of status of the artist legislation by more provinces and will 
continue to provide information to policy makers and others interested in the benefits of such 
legislation. 


Global competition and the convergence of broadcasting and ———_—§__——_ 
telecommunications technologies have led to horizontal and vertical aetna 
integration in the media production, programming and distribution environment 
industries. Negotiating scale agreements in an environment of continual 

organizational upheaval is challenging for producers and artists’ associations alike. Moreover, in 
some cases it is difficult for the parties, and ultimately for labour boards, to determine where 
provincial jurisdiction ends and federal jurisdiction begins. Canadian Heritage’s evaluation 
report indicated that a shortcoming of the Act was the fact that the Status of the Artist Act does 
not apply to producers sub-contracted by producers within the federal jurisdiction. 


The CRTC has determined that some Internet transmissions constitute broadcasting, although it 
has exempted these broadcasters from the necessity of obtaining a license for the time being. It 
appears that the CRTC’s decision broadens the Tribunal’s jurisdiction to include unlicensed 
Internet broadcasters, although the Tribunal has yet had to rule on this subject. As expected, it is 
taking time for parties to initiate negotiations in this emerging sector. However, in traditional 
broadcasting and the federal sector, provisions have been negotiated in scale agreements 
affecting some artists, such as actors and writers, to deal with the transmission of works and 
performances over the Internet. 


The process of negotiating scale agreements can be daunting. Many 


artists’ associations are small, lack financial resources and have little or no nen of 
experience in labour relations. As a result, despite the fact that collective artists’ 
bargaining has the potential to improve artists’ earnings, some artists’ association 


associations may not be able to enter into negotiations immediately 
following certification because the negotiation process can be long and costly. 


Because they lack sufficient time and resources, artists’ associations would rather negotiate with 
producers’ associations than with individual producers. And many government producers would 
prefer to designate one department as their lead negotiator. One of the recommendations in the 
evaluation report was to give consideration “to establishing one bargaining authority for all

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federal government departments”. The Tribunal supports this recommendation, as it would 
facilitate the bargaining process and make it more cost-effective. 


Like all federal institutions, CAPPRT faces the challenge of carrying out its 


statutory responsibility and dealing with the heavy burden of transparent Small 
and accountable reporting, while at the same time being careful in the agency 
spending of public funds. At its creation in 1993, CAPPRT adopted challenges 


efficient business practices, and in the spirit of the day soon adopted a clear 

statement of objectives, high standards for service delivery, a comprehensive performance 
measurement framework and transparent reporting on its activities and results. CAPPRT’s 
management team embraced this framework at its inception and has been continually guided by 
it as it evolves. 


As a very small agency, CAPPRT faces a particular challenge in operating in that there are a 
myriad of tasks for a small staff. This is compounded by the fact that the workload is 
unpredictable and changing, as parties themselves decide whether to bring cases to CAPPRT. To 
face these particular challenges, CAPPRT has always followed the practice of contracting to 
government departments and the private sector for many of the services not required on a full- 
time basis. CAPPRT also selects staff who have multiple skills, are flexible, and are interested 
in having a variety of responsibilities and taking initiative. Jointly with another small agency, 
we recently hired a financial analyst who is working for the two agencies, a unique situation in 
the federal government. Until then, we contracted with the private sector for that service. 
Furthermore, Tribunal members are appointed on a part-time basis, a fact which adds to our 
economic efficiency as they are called on and paid only as needed; however this makes 
scheduling more difficult as they have other commitments. All Tribunal members are currently 
bilingual, a situation which facilitates the scheduling of cases. CAPPRT also provides 
accommodation to the small office of Environmental Protection Review Canada, which leads to 
greater efficiency for the government.

The Tribunal will achieve its strategic outcome of developing constructive relations between 
self-employed artists and producers in its jurisdiction by implementing its priorities as follows. 


1. Deal with requests under the legislation promptly and competently 


The Tribunal continues to deal with new issues and to establish its own jurisprudence since there 
is only one other jurisdiction in Canada with similar legislation (Quebec). This “newness” 
presents a challenge for timeliness in decision making on some cases. It is important that we 
maintain a strong research capacity to ensure that the Tribunal’s decisions are fair and reflect the 
realities of the client community. We will continue to organize information and training sessions 
for Tribunal members on new and relevant topics as they arise. In order to plan and operate 
more efficiently and effectively, CAPPRT implemented a new case management database in 
2004-2005. It will complete work to make it fully operational, for example, completing the 
French version. 


2. Fully inform and assist clients 


After organizing meetings with artists’ associations in late 2004-2005, CAPPRT will hold 
meetings with the producers subject to the Act in 2005-2006. In these meetings, CAPPRT 
reviews the provisions in the Act concerning negotiations between artists’ associations and 
producers, and an official from Human Resources and Skills Development Canada outlines the 
assistance they can provide to parties during negotiations, for example, information on wage 
increases and latest trends in contract provisions, and analyses of collective agreements on-line. 
The objective of the meetings is to assist the client community in carrying out successful 
negotiations. These meetings are among the activities taking place to mark CAPPRT’s tenth 
anniversary year which began in May 2004. 


With respect to other kinds of assistance, we will continue to encourage parties to resolve as 
many differences as possible prior to a hearing. When appropriate, staff will investigate the 
situation and provide mediation assistance. This informal approach to resolving differences will 
reduce the number of hearings and panel decisions, and save time and money for CAPPRT and 
its clientele. 


3. Work on amendments to the Act and other changes 


CAPPRT staff will continue to work with staff from Canadian Heritage (DCH) and Human 
Resources and Skills Development Canada on obtaining amendments to the Status of the Artist 
Act and other changes which would make the Act more effective in achieving expected results, as 
was pointed out in the evaluation report of 2003. Although CAPPRT is not in control of this 
work (it is the responsibility of DCH), these changes are a priority for CAPPRT. Various 
amendments, such as requiring arbitration in specific situations for the settlement of first 
agreements, and other changes recommended in the evaluation report would facilitate the goal of 
successful negotiations following certification. 
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Financial Management and Modern Comptrollership 


The government has now adopted the Management Accountability Framework to guide it in the 
achievement of its objectives for improved management. It is an all-encompassing framework 
that brings together the management-focussed initiatives underway in various spheres, such as 
Modern Comptrollership, Human Resources Modernization, Service Improvement and 
Government On-Line. 


With regard to management improvement initiatives, CAPPRT will continue to work in 
partnership with three other small quasi-judicial agencies: the Competition Tribunal, the 
Copyright Board and the Transportation Appeal Tribunal. The focus of the cluster group for 
2005-2006 will be on developing and implementing an action plan in response to the results of a 
compliance audit of our financial and contracting practices conducted in 2004-2005; 
participating in one or more projects under the Management of Government Information 
Initiative; looking at the feasibility of and identifying areas in which an evaluation could be 
conducted; reviewing performance indicators; and giving consideration to a partnership 
arrangement for the implementation of certain aspects of the new Public Service Modernization 
Act, namely the setting up of labour management consultative committees, a dispute resolution 
process and policy development.

CAPPRT has several performance measures or indicators that assist us in monitoring whether its 
priorities are being achieved. The following tables provide the performance indicator and target 
for each. 
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Priority 1: Deal with requests under the legislation promptly and competently 


One of the indicators used to monitor promptness—the average time it takes to render a final 
decision after a completed application is received—has been changed to include all cases, 
whereas previously the indicator only included certification cases, as was mentioned in the last 
Report on Plans and Priorities. Most of the Tribunal’s business now deals with matters other 
than applications for certification, such as complaints and applications for review. The targeted 
time for the revised indicator was set at 200 days, based on the Tribunal’s past experience and 
practices of other labour boards. 


CAPPRT’s first priority also includes the processing of cases competently. To have such a 
priority or objective is controversial as some argue that judging the quality of decisions rendered 
by a quasi-judicial body compromises the independence of its members. On the other hand, the 
government has committed to operate in an effective and efficient manner and to report in a 
transparent manner on the achievement of its objectives. 


The competence of the Tribunal has two aspects: rendering decisions within the parameters of 
the legislation it administers and being effective in advancing the goals of the Status of the Artist 
Act. It is the first aspect that is being dealt with here and the indicator used to measure this is an 
objective measure—the percentage of applications for judicial review that have been allowed by 
the Federal Court of Appeal. 


It should be noted that applications for judicial review may be successful in situations where the 
Tribunal has: 
e acted without jurisdiction, acted beyond or refused to exercise its jurisdiction; or 
e failed to observe principles of natural justice or other procedures it is required by 
law to observe; or 
e acted or failed to act, by reason of fraud or perjured evidence. 


This indicator remains controversial and as a result it is under review. The review includes a 
study of the related performance measurement practices of other administrative tribunals. 


The other aspect of competence—that Tribunal decisions lead to the desired results—is 


measured under the Tribunal’s strategic goal.

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Mandate, Role and Responsibilities 


Since 1995, the Canadian Artists and Producers Professional Relations Tribunal has administered 
Part II of the Status of the Artist Act, which governs professional relations (labour relations) 
between self-employed artists and federally regulated producers. The Tribunal is a quasi- 
judicial, independent federal agency, whose ultimate aim is to encourage constructive 
professional relations between these parties. 


The Tribunal is one of three agencies that regulate labour relations in the federal jurisdiction. 
The other two are the Canada Industrial Relations Board, which deals with labour relations 
mainly between private sector employers in the federal jurisdiction and their employees, and the 
Public Service Staff Relations Board, which deals with labour relations between most federal 
government institutions and their employees. Under the Canadian Constitution, provincial 
legislatures are responsible for regulating labour relations between the vast majority of workers 
and employers. The federal government has the authority to regulate labour relations in a small 
number of industry sectors which include: broadcasting, telecommunications, banking, 
interprovincial transportation and federal government institutions. 


The Tribunal’s jurisdiction covers broadcasting undertakings regulated by the Canadian Radio- 
television and Telecommunications Commission, federal government departments, and the 
majority of federal agencies and Crown corporations (such as the National Film Board and 
national museums). 


The self-employed artists within the Tribunal’s jurisdiction include artists covered by the 
Copyright Act (such as writers, photographers and music composers), performers (such as actors, 
musicians and singers), directors, and other professionals who contribute to the creation of a 
production, such as those doing camera work, lighting and costume design. 


The Tribunal has the following statutory responsibilities: 

° To define the sectors of cultural activity suitable for collective bargaining between artists’ 
associations and producers within CAPPRT’s jurisdiction, and to certify artists’ 
associations to represent self-employed artists working in these sectors; and 

° To deal with complaints of unfair labour practices and other matters brought forward by 
artists, artists’ associations or producers, and to prescribe appropriate remedies for 
contraventions of Part II of the Act. 


By following the procedures specified in the Act, certified associations have the exclusive right 
to negotiate scale agreements with producers. A scale agreement specifies the minimum terms 
and conditions under which producers engage the services of, or commission a work from, a self- 
employed artist in a specified sector. 


Organizational Information 


The Tribunal reports to Parliament through the Minister of Labour. 
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The Tribunal is currently composed of a Chairperson, a Vice-chairperson and three (of allowable 
four) other members. Members are appointed by the Governor in Council, and all five members 
are part-time appointees. 


The Tribunal has a straight-forward organizational structure which permits it to carry out its 
mandate with a minimum of staff. The part-time Chairperson is the Chief Executive Officer of 
the Tribunal. The daily management of staff and operations of the Tribunal is the responsibility 
of the Executive Director and General Counsel who reports to the Chairperson. Ten staff 
members carry out the functions of legal counsel, registrar, planning, research, communications, 
mediation and administrative services. Staff are multi-skilled in order to take on various kinds of 
tasks as required. Also, the Tribunal outsources some corporate services that are not required on 
a full time basis; for example, it contracts with Canadian Heritage for human resources services, 
and with Industry Canada for informatics, security and mail services. It has arrangements with 
the other two federal labour boards to use their hearing rooms and library services.

Statutory Responsibilities 
The Status of the Artist Act requires or permits the Tribunal to undertake the following activities: 


1. pass by-laws governing the conduct of its affairs [subs.11(2)]; 

2. hold meetings or proceedings of the Tribunal at such times and locations in Canada as it 
considers desirable [subs.13(2)]; 

3. make regulations of general application which it considers conducive to the performance of its 
duties [s.16]; 

4. make interim orders [subs.20(2)]; 

5. rescind or amend determinations or orders and rehear applications [subs.20(1)]; 

6. file a copy of its order or determination in the Federal Court for purposes of enforcement 
[s.22]; 

7. review by-laws of artists’ associations [s.23]; 

8. receive copies of membership lists filed by associations of producers [s.24]; 

9. receive applications for certification from artists’ associations pursuant to s.25 and provide 
public notice of the application; 

10. determine the appropriateness of sectors for collective bargaining [s.26]; 

11. determine whether an artists’ association is representative of the sector for which it seeks 
certification [s.27]; 

12. certify artists’ associations to represent specific sectors [s.28]; 

13. maintain a register of all certificates issued [subs.28(4)]; 

14. receive, consider and decide applications for revocation of certification [s.29]; 

15. determine the nights, duties and privileges acquired by an artists’ association following a 
merger, amalgamation or transfer of jurisdiction [s.30]; 

16. determine whether contractual conditions are “more favourable” to an artist than those 
contained in a scale agreement [subs.33(5)]; 

17. change the termination date of a scale agreement when so requested by the parties [s.34]; 

18. hear and determine questions referred to it by an arbitrator or arbitration board [s.41]; 

19. hear and decide on applications for a declaration that the use of pressure tactics is unlawful and 
prescribe appropriate remedies [ss.47,48,49]; 

20. hear and decide applications alleging unfair labour practices and prescribe appropriate remedies 
[ss.53,54]; 

21. issue consent to prosecute [s.59]; 

22. establish other offices which it considers necessary [subs.13(1)]; 

23. prepare and submit an annual report to Parliament through the Minister of Labour regarding 
activities during the fiscal year [s.61]. 
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Part Ill - Report.on Plans and Priorities 


The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. 
This request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in 
the House of Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of: 


Part I - The Government Expense Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes the key elements of 
the Main Estimates. 


Part II —- The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve 
these votes to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled 
concurrently on or before March 1. 


Part III - Departmental Expenditure Plans, which is divided into two components: 


1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency 
(excluding Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail over a three-year period on an 
organisation’s main priorities by strategic outcome(s), program activity(s) and planned/expected results, including 
links to related resource requirements. The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major 
capital projects, grants and contributions, and net program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of 
the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in 
Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These documents are usually tabled on or before 
March 31 and referred to committees, which may then report to the House of Commons pursuant to 
Standing Order 81(4). 


2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of results achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover 
the most recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board 
on behalf of the ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of 
the Financial Administration Act. 


Supplementary Estimates directly support an Appropriation Act. The Supplementary Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in the subsequent appropriation bill. Parliamentary approval is required to 
enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Supplementary Estimates are normally tabled twice a year, 
the first document in early November and a final document in early March. Each Supplementary Estimates document is 
identified alphabetically A, B, C, etc. Under special circumstances, more than two Supplementary Estimates documents 
can be published in any given year. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments 
achieved in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for 

the allocation and management of public funds.

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Section II: Analysis of Program Activities by Strategic Outcome 
A. Operating Environment 


CCOHS serves to promote health and safety in the workplace to help establish high standards 
for occupational health and safety, and to foster consultations and co-operation among 
governments, labour and employers to reduce or eliminate occupational illnesses and injuries. 


CCOHS functions as an independent departmental corporation under Schedule II of the 
Financial Administration Act and is accountable to Parliament through the Minister of Labour 
and Housing. Its funding is derived from a combination of appropriations, cost recoveries and 
collaboration with the provinces. Approximately 50% of the budget is funded through cost 
recoveries from the creation, production and worldwide sales of fee-for-service and revenue 
generating occupational health and safety products and services. 


Free information is delivered to Canadians by provision of occupational health and safety 
CCOHS information, via mail, telephone, e-mail or from the Internet website. In addition to 
this free public service, extensive self serve information is made available through the CCOHS 
website. The resources and funds for supporting and providing the Inquiries Service are 
derived from a combination of provincial, territorial and federal government funding and 
monies from cost recovery. 


Planned Results

2.1 Key Stakeholders and Partners 


CCOHS is governed by tripartite council comprised of representatives from labour, business 
and all levels of Canadian government. This governance structure helps to ensure that 
CCOHS remains independent and a trusted source of unbiased information for employers, 
workers and governments. Our key stakeholders are directly involved in the policy governance 
and strategic planning for the organization. Our inquiries service is also supported and funded 
from contributions provided by provincial and territorial governments. 
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In addition to these partnerships, CCOHS is actively involved in many collaborative 
arrangements with national and international occupational health and safety organizations. 
These include the World Health Organization (WHO), the Canadian Health Network, North 
American Occupational Safety and Health (NAOSH), International Labor Organization (ILO) 
and International Development Research Centre (IDRC). Further information on the many

Collaborative projects are undertaken for the development of resources and to provide 
additional high quality OSH resources to Canadians. CCOHS also provides high quality 
electronic information products, a series of over 20 CD-ROMs that contain databases, 
publications and full text Canadian health safety and environmental legislation. The service has 
subscribers in more than 50 countries. These products are also delivered via the Internet. 


Unbiased and credible occupational health and safety information is obtained in co-operation 
with Canadian and worldwide sources. This information is analyzed and used by CCOHS to 
provide Canadians with a confidential and free current occupational health and safety 
information service. 


2.2 Major Initiatives 


As part of the ongoing programs developed to meet our planned results, CCOHS will focus on 
a few key areas as part of the information product development. The new MSDS management 
service will enhance the functionality of the MSDS database by allowing users to segregate 
data unique to their organization and add their own data. This supports the goal of assisting 
users to be more effective in safely using hazardous chemicals. 


E-learning was launched late in 2004 to provide consistent high quality training programs and 
shows significant potential for future growth. Plans for 2005-6 include expanded course 
offering and customized courses designed to meet the needs of specific groups. 


The future trend is toward tailored services. This involves customized information specific for 
certain groups being made available in easily accessible methods such as web portals. As a 
result, Canadians will be able to become much more effective in their OSH initiatives. This 
direction involves public service delivery as well as cost recovery clients. 


Management initiatives include formalizing the lessons learned from Modern Comptrollership 
and building a Results Based Management Accountability Framework. 


2.3 Risks and Challenges 


The challenge at CCOHS is balancing the role between providing free-of-charge public 
services and cost-recovery programs. CCOHS is required to fund 50% of its annual budget 
through cost recovery via sales of products and services. Sales are impacted by the general 
state of the economy, exchange rates and CCOHS’ ability to keep abreast of changing 
technologies, and global competition in occupational safety and health information. It is very 
costly to update technology and product content with limited staffing available to be dedicated 
to this area. Generating revenues while operating in a competitive marketplace is an ongoing 
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challenge while complying with government policy. 


Since most products and services are delivered electronically, it is a continual struggle to keep 
operating systems and software current to meet the requirements of clients. 


While the internet provides many opportunities, it also is a risk factor. Information is readily 
available from many sources. CCOHS strives to distinguish itself as a reliable trusted source 
of unbiased and credible information. The trend towards e-learning may offset losses due to 
the internet and changing needs of users. 


CCOHS is committed to addressing the challenges it faces through expanding information 
services and technology. The goals of modern comptrollership continue to be pursued. 


2.4 Government Initiatives 


CCOHS contributes to the priorities of the government in the following way: 
Canada’s Role in the World 


CCOHS contributes to greater collaboration among nations to promote the sharing of 
information and knowledge for social programs relating to health and safety to reduce 
injuries and illness and improve conditions for workers. CCOHS participates in 
promoting and supporting occupational health and safety initiatives with global 
organizations such as the Pan American Health Organization (PAHO), World Health 
Organization (WHO) Collaborating Centres in Occupational Health, International 
Labour Organization and European Agency for Safety and Health at Work. Details of 
various collaborations and results can be found in our annual report at:

The TBS Cost Recovery and Charging Policy distinguishes between public and private good. 

A private good is one that primarily benefits an identifiable individual or organization, whereas 
a public good accrues to Canadians in general. The review concluded that CCOHS cost 
recoveries were in line with the program and recommended changes in appropriations levels to 
appropriately reflect support for information about dangers to health, public safety and 
protection of the environment. CCOHS receives approximately 50% of its budget via cost 
recoveries from the sale of products, services and projects.

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Annex 4: Strategic Priorities 
Our Mission 


To provide Canadians with information about occupational health and safety which is 
trustworthy, comprehensive, and useful. The information facilitates responsible decision- 
making, promotes improvements in the workplace, increases awareness of the need for a 
healthy and safe working environment, and supports occupational health and safety education 
and training. 


Strategic Priorities 


CCOHS is governed and directed by a tripartite Council of Governors comprised of members 
from labour, business and government leaders representing their respective constituents across 
Canada. The Council meets three times a year to review policy and monitor the progress of 
CCOHS. In January 1997, the Council adopted the following set of guiding principles for the 
Centre’s future, which have been supported by federal, provincial and territorial Ministers 
responsible for occupational health and safety: 


The Canadian Centre for Occupational Health and Safety Act allows the Centre to 
undertake a broad range of activities "to promote the fundamental right of Canadians to 
a healthy and safe working environment". 


The Council of Governors intends these principles to guide the Centre for the short to 
mid term and to allow for continued growth in cost-recovery. 


1. The Council reconfirms its support and commitment to the CCOHS and the 
valuable role the Centre provides to Canada's workers and employers. 
Further, the Council recognizes the importance of its tripartite nature in 
governing the Centre. 


The Centre is to continue to serve as a source of excellence for unbiased 
technical information and expertise to support labour, employers, and 
governments in maintaining safe and healthy workplaces. 


The Centre is to continue to provide critical analysis and interpretation of 
occupational safety and health information. 


Further, the three caucuses recognize the critical importance of maintaining 
a free inquiry service to support the right of working Canadians to a healthy 
and safe working environment. 


2. The Council and the Centre shall communicate to respective Ministers 
regarding the excellence and role of the Centre in order to obtain broad 
public policy support and guidance. 


3. The Council recognizes the high standard and non-partisan nature of the 
Centre's undertakings. It recommends the Centre continue in its consulting 
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and research efforts, while meeting the test of fairness in a competitive 
world. Joint funding of projects that target key areas of information needs 
should be a special focus of these efforts. 


The Council urges all governments and other organizations to consider the 
Centre as a potential source of consulting and research services. 


The Council urges governmental and non-governmental organizations, 
including labour and employers, to work in partnership with the Centre to 


provide public access to the Centre's CD-ROM, Internet and other services. 


The Council recommends the Centre consider the future possibility of 
gathering and disseminating occupational health and safety statistical 
information. 


The Council recognizes that the Centre has become a national repository for 
MSDS, and efforts to encourage companies to continue to supply data sheets 
to the Centre will continue, where practicable and feasible. 


.. The Council recommends that health and safety materials are available in 


the form most useful to the user, including hard copy. 


The Council encourages the development of partnerships, tailored to 
specific jurisdictions, that enhance the visibility and distribution of CCOHS 
information. This could also include co-operation between various 
government inquiry services. 


The Council recommends that jurisdictions and others systematically 
provide all technical, research, guidelines, codes of practice, and best 
practices to the Centre.

The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. 
This request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in 
the House of Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of: 


Part I - The Government Expense Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes the key elements of 
the Main Estimates. 


Part II — The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve 
these votes to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled 
concurrently on or before March 1. 


Part III - Departmental Expenditure Plans, which is divided into two components: 


1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency 
(excluding Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail over a three-year period on an 
organisation’s main priorities by strategic outcome(s), program activity(s) and planned/expected results, including 
links to related resource requirements. The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major 
capital projects, grants and contributions, and net program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of 
the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in 
Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These documents are usually tabled on or before 
March 31 and referred to committees, which may then report to the House of Commons pursuant to 
Standing Order 8$1(4). 


2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of results achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover 
the most recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board 
on behalf of the ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of 
the Financial Administration Act. 


Supplementary Estimates directly support an Appropriation Act. The Supplementary Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in the subsequent appropriation bill. Parliamentary approval is required to 
enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Supplementary Estimates are normally tabled twice a year, 
the first document in early November and a final document in early March. Each Supplementary Estimates document is 
identified alphabetically A, B, C, etc. Under special circumstances, more than two Supplementary Estimates documents 
can be published in any given year. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments 
achieved in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for 

the allocation and management of public funds.

Not only will this provide a strengthened environmental 
assessment process, but it will further improve the government’s regulatory system to 
better meet Canada’s needs in the 21* century.

Summary Information 


The Canadian Environmental Assessment Agency provides leadership and serves as a 
centre of expertise for federal environmental assessment. The Agency is responsible for the 
overall administration of the federal environmental assessment process, which includes 
almost 6,000 assessments carried out by federal departments and agencies each year.

Headed by the President, who reports directly to the Minister of the Environment, 
the Agency is mandated by the following instruments: 


i) the Canadian Environmental Assessment Act and its accompanying regulations; 


ii) the Canada-Wide Accord on Environmental Harmonization and bilateral agreements 
with provincial governments that set out mutually agreed upon arrangements for 
cooperative environmental assessments; and 


iii) international agreements containing environmental! assessment provisions to which 
Canada is a party, the most notable being the United Nations Economic Commission 
for Europe Convention on Environmental Impact Assessment in a Transboundary 
Context (ratified in May 1998). 


In addition, the Agency assists the Minister of the Environment in his role to implement 
the Cabinet Directive on the Environmental Assessment of Policy, Plan and Program 
Proposals by providing guidance to federal departments and agencies on environmental 
assessment considerations and requirements in respect to proposed policies and programs. 


The Agency carries out the following program activities to provide effective and efficient 
environmental assessment:

¢ Administers the Canadian Environmental Assessment Registry containing information 
about projects undergoing environmental assessment in Canada 


* Reviews and develops new policies and regulations in accordance with the provisions

In addition, the President of the Agency has been designated by Order-in-Council as 
the federal administrator of the environmental and social protection regimes set out in 
chapters 22 and 23 of the 1975 James Bay and Northern Quebec Agreement. As the 
federal administrator, the President is responsible for ensuring both the integrity and the 
delivery of environmental reviews under federal jurisdiction in the territory covered 
by the Agreement. The President also seeks to ensure the coordination of environmental 
assessment requirements under the Agreement with those of the Act.

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Operating Environment 


Protecting the environment, while building a strong economy, is a challenge Canadians face 
every day. Environmental assessment responds to this challenge by ensuring environmental 
protection is considered before a project begins. The Agency is focused on strengthening 
the federal environmental assessment regime by establishing a more predictable, consistent 
and timely process; improving the quality of federal environmental assessments; and 
increasing opportunities for public participation. 


An important factor influencing the Agency’s planning context is the continued 
implementation of Bill C-9, an Act to amend the Canadian Environmental Assessment Act, 
which was proclaimed into law on October 30, 2003. The government has committed 
$51 million over five years to implement improvements, including: 


¢ establishing a federal coordinator for each environmental assessment to assist departments 
and agencies in working together and with other jurisdictions to improve timeliness. 
Unless decided otherwise, the Agency acts as the federal coordinator in the case of 
multi-jurisdictional assessments and for comprehensive studies under the Act; 


¢ creating an Internet registry to provide the public with improved and up-to-date 
information on all federal environmental assessments; 


increasing environmental follow-up on projects to improve the quality of environmental 
assessment; 


¢ focusing the application of the Act on projects with adverse environmental effects 
and reducing the need for detailed assessment of many smaller projects; 


providing a consistent environmental assessment regime by extending environmental 
assessment obligations to Crown corporations, beginning three years from the date 
of Royal Assent of Bill C-9; 


eliminating the possibility of referring a project to a review panel following a 
comprehensive study assessment in order to provide a more certain assessment 


process for large projects; and 


* expanding the Participant Funding Program to include comprehensive studies. 
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Critical Issues 


This section outlines the main factors affecting the Agency’s development of priorities 
and plans, as well as its program delivery. 


Shared Environmental Management Responsibility 


Under the Constitution of Canada, responsibility for environmental management is an area 
of shared jurisdiction between various levels of government. To minimize duplication 
and delays, the Agency works with its provincial and territorial counterparts to bring about 
greater cooperation in environmental assessment, and promote the consistent and 
predictable application of environmental assessment processes across Canada. 


Balancing Competing Interests 


Projects subject to a public environmental assessment often give rise to many sensitive 
issues related to development, environmental protection, Aboriginal interests and 
federal-provincial relations. Projects being assessed can often be complex, with competing 
stakeholder interests. Balancing these interests while maintaining productive relationships 
and delivering high-quality assessments, which meet the expectations of Canadians, 
is an ongoing challenge. 


Aboriginal Peoples 


Aboriginal self-government is reshaping environmental assessment throughout 
Canada. Through comprehensive land claims and self-government agreements, new 
Aboriginal-based environmental assessment regimes are being negotiated. The Agency 

is working with Aboriginal groups and other federal departments so that Aboriginal 
environmental assessment regimes meet environmental assessment requirements and 
take into account specific Aboriginal interests. 


The Agency will review its methods of consultation with Aboriginal peoples taking into 
account recent court decisions on duties to consult Aboriginal peoples and the new 
objectives for the Agency, added in Bill C-9, to engage in consultation with Aboriginal 
peoples on policy issues related to the Act. 


Improved Federal Policy Development 


The Agency is a strong advocate for the application of strategic environmental assessment 
as a tool to support improved decision making. Since the implementation of the Cabinet 
Directive on the Environmental Assessment of Policy, Plan and Program Proposals, 
federal departments have increasingly recognized the role of this valuable tool in helping 
to promote sustainable development. The Commissioner of the Environment and Sustainable 
Development has identified performance gaps concerning the implementation of the 
Directive within the federal government. The Agency will continue to develop its advocacy 
and advisory role, track national and international developments in the field, and provide 
leadership to address identified deficiencies in this rapidly evolving area. 
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Canadian Competitiveness 


Environmental sustainability is an emerging basis for competitiveness, with consumers, 
producers, and investors all responding to this change. In the global economy, countries 
must compete for investment, with the effectiveness and efficiency of the environmental 
assessment process contributing to national competitiveness. While a robust environmental 
assessment process contributes to a positive reputation of the country, greater certainty, 
timeliness and predictability will support Canada’s competitiveness internationally. 


Consolidation of Federal Environmental Assessment 


While recent amendments to the Act, through Bill C-9, were aimed at ensuring a more 
predictable, certain and timely federal environmental assessment process, a number of 
concerns continue to be raised by provinces and industry stakeholders. The report of the 
External Advisory Committee on Smart Regulation identified “the importance of getting 
our national house in order” in addressing concerns about a lack of cooperation and 
coordination among federal departments and among federal, provincial and territorial 
governments. Furthermore, the October 2004 Speech from the Throne stated that 
the Government will work to get its own house in order. It will “consolidate federal 
environmental assessments and will work with the provinces and territories toward a 
unified and more effective assessment process for Canada.” This initiative, the Bill C-9 
amendments to the Canadian Environmental Assessment Act and the cooperation 
agreements with provinces will enable government to address outstanding concerns 
about consistency and coordination in environmental assessment. 


Stakeholders and Partners 


The Agency works with a wide range of stakeholders and develops partnerships to promote 
sound environmental assessment practices in Canada and abroad. In support of this work, 
the Agency maintains and supports several mechanisms for receiving advice and consulting 
with stakeholders and partners, notably the Minister’s Regulatory Advisory Committee. 
As well, it is developing additional mechanisms for consultation with Aboriginal people. 
The Agency includes the following among its stakeholders and partners: 


Federal Departments and Agencies 


The Agency assists federal departments and agencies in meeting their obligations under 
the Act and the Cabinet Directive on the Environmental Assessment of Policy, Plan 
and Program Proposals. Through its operational policies land procedures, the Agency 
improves the way in which environmental assessments are conducted at the federal 
level. In addition, the Agency works closely with federal departments and agencies on 
comprehensive studies, in providing administrative and technical support to review 
panels and mediators and in developing training and guidance material. 
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Provincial and Territorial Governments 


The Agency works closely with other jurisdictions to coordinate federal and provincial 
environmental assessment activities, such as joint panel review processes for major projects. 
It also negotiates federal-provincial framework agreements, and works with provincial 
and territorial governments on all types of environmental assessment review processes. 


Aboriginal Peoples 


The Agency advises Indian and Northern Affairs Canada on environmental assessment 
regimes developed and implemented pursuant to comprehensive land claims agreements, 
self-government agreements and devolution initiatives so that they are consistent 
with the requirements of the Act and can be coordinated with existing environmental 
assessment regimes. 


Industry/Proponents 


Central to the Agency’s mandate is providing all proponents with a timely and predictable 
process, and access to both the tools and the information they need to comply with the Act. 


Public and Non-governmental Organizations 


The Act promotes the integration of public values in decision making. Accordingly, 
the Agency seeks to maximize the public’s participation throughout the environmental 
assessment process, and places strong emphasis on transparency and information sharing. 
The Agency provides participant funding to individuals and non-profit organizations to take 
part in review panels and comprehensive studies. 


International Community 


International partnerships give Canada the opportunity to share environmental assessment 
expertise and, at the same time, access to the research being undertaken in other countries. 
Keeping in step with the environmental initiatives of international organizations and other 
countries also helps to ensure the competitive position of Canadian exporters. In addition, 
Canada’s international environmental assessment responsibilities must respect foreign 
policy and trade practices, and ensure consistency with the processes of other countries 
and organizations. As a party to the United Nations Economic Commission for Europe 
Convention on Environmental Impact Assessment in a Transboundary Context, Canada 
is required to meet the obligations that it subscribed to under the Convention.

The Agency’s “Effective and Efficient Environmental Assessment” program activity 
embodies coordination and harmonization, as well as consistency and predictability of 
application of environmental assessments in federal decision making. Efficiency for 
proponents and all stakeholders will be facilitated through working to minimize duplicate 
processes and requirements across multiple jurisdictions. Consistent processes at various 
levels of government will also improve the quality of plans and assessments for projects, 
enhancing the effectiveness of environmental assessments for Canadians. Effectiveness 
will also improve as the quality of environmental advice increases, and enhancements to 
monitoring and compliance activities occur. Eliminating key gaps in the application of 
the Canadian Environmental Assessment Act will improve the integration of environmental 
assessments into federal decision making, thereby improving the effectiveness of the 
process for Canadians. 


Priority 1: Support High Quality Environmental Assessment 


Environmental assessment, at the federal level, is based on the principle of self-assessment. 
Under the Act, federal departments and agencies are responsible for making decisions 
regarding projects and for conducting the environmental assessments of those projects. 
They determine the scope of the project and the factors to be considered and ensure that 
the assessment is conducted according to requirements of the Canadian Environmental 


Assessment Act. 


Likewise, under the Cabinet Directive on the Environmental Assessment of Policy, 
Plan and Program Proposals, federal departments and agencies are responsible for the 
consideration of environmental effects of proposed policies, plans and programs. 
This is done through strategic environmental assessment. The Agency provides relevant 
advice, guidance, training and recommendations to federal policy makers on the 
requirements of the Cabinet Directive. 


The Agency is an advocate of effective and efficient environmental assessments. This 
advocacy is central to its leadership role within the Canadian environmental assessment 
community. The Agency provides relevant and timely advice, guidance, training and 
recommendations to federal decision makers and interested stakeholders. It provides 
administrative and advisory support to review panels and it examines comprehensive 
study reports for complex projects, making them available to, and inviting comments from, 
the public. It also promotes collaboration and assists parties in building consensus and 
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resolving disputes. Successful mediation and dispute resolution facilitate the process 
of negotiation in multi-jurisdictional projects, and encourage the development of 
win-win solutions. 


With shared responsibility for the environment, a single project in Canada will often be 
subject to the environmental requirements of more than one level of government. The 
Agency continues to develop strong relationships with other jurisdictions and partners 
in order to establish common goals and advance the interest of sound environmental 
assessment. Improvements that harmonize and coordinate environmental assessments 
across jurisdictions increase the likelihood that Canadians’ needs are being addressed.

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Priority 2: Promote the Advancement of Federal Environmental Assessment 


The process and practice of environmental assessment improves as a result of learning from 
experience and applying the lessons learned to future assessments. To contribute to this 
process, the Agency has been mandated by the amendments to the Canadian Environmental 
Assessment Act, to establish a Quality Assurance Program. 


In the October 2004 Speech from the Throne, the federal government made a commitment 
to consolidate environmental assessment and work with provinces and territories toward 

a more effective assessment process for Canada. The Agency will work closely with its 
partners in responding to this commitment. 


As Canada enters the 21“century, a new agenda is emerging from a regulatory perspective. 
“Smart Regulation” is about finding better ways to protect health and safety and the 
natural environment, while still supporting and facilitating innovation and economic 
growth. Regulation must be clear, with objectives that are transparent and predictable, 
to build public trust in the integrity of the process. Coordination and cooperation among 
federal, provincial and territorial governments is a foundation step toward integrating 
Smart Regulation into the environmental assessment process in Canada. 


To successfully attract investment in the future, Canada must become a world leader 

in environmentally sustainable economic development. Smart Regulation will facilitate 
this objective, as sustainable development requires cooperation and alignment among 
governments, industry, non-government organizations, and other key elements of Canadian 
society. The Agency will integrate Smart Regulation and sustainable development 
principles into its policy and regulatory development activities.

The Agency is responsible for providing advice and recommendations to decision makers 
that reflect public values and the principles of sustainable development. By strengthening 
partnerships, the Agency also facilitates environmental assessment approaches that are 
co-ordinated across government, and conducted cooperatively with other jurisdictions, 
including Aboriginal regimes. The Agency is continually improving the federal 
environmental assessment process by enhancing efficiency, effectiveness, predictability 
and consistency, while maintaining the highest standards of quality. In addition, 

the Agency provides education and training to federal departments to improve their 
understanding of, and compliance with, the Canadian Environmental Assessment Act 

and the 1999 Cabinet Directive on the Environmental Assessment of Policy, Plan and 
Program Proposals. Finally, the Agency represents Canada’s environmental assessment 
interests in international forums. 


Program Activity 


The Agency’s program activity is “Effective and Efficient Environmental Assessment” 
which provides Canadians with high quality assessments that contribute to informed 
decision making in support of sustainable development. This activity is supported by the 
following program sub-activities: 


¢ Guidance and Operations refers to the day-to-day delivery of environmental assessment 
operations, advice, guidance and support for public participation. These activities 
generally result in the maintenance and enhancement of operational capacity and 
subject-matter expertise within the Agency, to support the roles of stakeholders 
and decision makers. 


¢ Coordination and Harmonization involves the development of strong relationships 
with other jurisdictions and partners to seek the establishment of common goals and 
advance the interest of sound environmental assessment. These activities should 
result in environmental assessment approaches that are coordinated across the federal 
government and conducted cooperatively with other jurisdictions.

Management Accountability Framework 


Public service modernization has been a priority for the federal government for several 
years. As part of this continuing effort, the Treasury Board Secretariat has provided the 
Management Accountability Framework for management improvement in the public service. 
The Framework was developed to provide deputy heads and all public service managers 
with a clear statement of expectations that reflects the different elements of current 
management responsibilities. 


The new Framework builds on modern comptrollership and links to other initiatives 
currently under way including Human Resources Modernization and Government 
On-line. To date, much work has been completed at the Agency on these initiatives. 
This Framework serves as an important tool in guiding the Agency’s activities as 

it continues to incorporate modern management practices into its work. 


Public Service Modernization 


The Agency is committed to ensuring that it is an exceptional workplace of choice and will 
continue to improve its human resource management practices and activities. In 2005-2006, 
the Human Resources group will focus on ensuring the successful implementation of the 
new Public Service Modernization Act (PSMA) at the Agency. The PSMA represents the 
most significant legislative reform in public service human resources management in more 
than 35 years.

The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. 
This request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in 
the House of Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of: 


Part I — The Government Expense Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes the key elements of 
the Main Estimates. 


Part II — The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve 
these votes to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled 
concurrently on or before March 1. 


Part III — Departmental Expenditure Plans, which is divided into two components: 


1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency 
(excluding Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail over a three-year period on an 
organisation’s main priorities by strategic outcome(s), program activity(s) and planned/expected results, including 
links to related resource requirements. The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major 
capital projects, grants and contributions, and net program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of 
the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in 
Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These documents are usually tabled on or before 
March 31 and referred to committees, which may then report to the House of Commons pursuant to 
Standing Order 81(4). 


2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of results achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover 
the most recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board 
on behalf of the ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of 
the Financial Administration Act. 


Supplementary Estimates directly support an Appropriation Act. The Supplementary Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in the subsequent appropriation bill. Parliamentary approval is required to 
enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Supplementary Estimates are normally tabled twice a year, 
the first document in early November and a final document in early March. Each Supplementary Estimates document is 
identified alphabetically A, B, C, etc. Under special circumstances, more than two Supplementary Estimates documents 
can be published in any given year. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments 
achieved in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for 

the allocation and management of public funds.

1.3 Agency Overview 


The CFIA’s workforce includes over 5 900 dedicated 
professionals working across Canada to regulate food 
safety, animal health and plant protection. Key to the 
CFIA’s success are four interrelated and integral factors 
— sound science, an effective regulatory base, effective 
inspection delivery and strong partnerships. 


Sound Science 


The CFIA is Canada’s largest science-based regulatory 
Agency. The CFIA relies on science as the basis of 

its program design and delivery as well as a tool to 

deal with emerging issues such as the development of 
biotechnology-derived products and addressing concerns 
related to BSE. The specific activities for which the 
CFIA needs and uses science to support its daily work 
include laboratory science, risk assessment, surveillance, 
technology development and regulatory research. The 
Agency also undertakes analysis of scientific research 
data and information in order to provide scientific advice 
and intelligence to identify and prepare for emerging 
issues. Science is an essential component of regulatory 


decision-making. 


An Effective Regulatory Base 


Regulations provide a common foundation for industry 
and regulators. For a regulatory regime to be effective, 
regulations must be clear, enforceable, fair and applied in 
a consistent manner. The CFIA is continually reviewing 
and updating its regulatory base in order to enhance its 
capacity to contribute to public policy objectives. 


Effective Inspection Delivery 


The CFIA is responsible for the administration and/or 
enforcement of 13 federal Acts and their respective 
regulations. Through the delivery of inspection and 
other related services — ranging from product and 


establishment inspection to export certification 

and on-site safety assessments of foreign production 
facilities and regulatory systems — the Agency verifies 
compliance with these laws. Critical to the effective 
delivery of the CFIA’s mandate is the ongoing design, 
development and review of inspection-related tools 
and processes. This includes the continuous review 

of regulations and policies and the implementation 

of new science-based inspection methodologies. 


Strong Partnerships 


The CFIA delivers its mandate in many areas of shared 
jurisdiction and responsibility. Strong partnerships 

with other federal government departments, as well 

as provincial, territorial and municipal authorities are 
imperative to the Agency’s success. All share responsibility 
for setting and/or enforcing standards that support the 
integrity of Canada’s food safety, animal health and 
plant protection systems. 


Within the Agriculture portfolio, the CFIA has significant 
bilateral relationships with Agriculture and Agri-food 
Canada (AAFC) and the Canadian Grain Commission 
(CGC). One key area of partnership with the AAFC is 
the implementation of the Agricultural Policy Framework 
(APF). Initiatives funded under the APF and being 
implemented by the CFIA include the development and 
implementation of regulations to control the manufacture 
of medicated feeds, and implementing the On-Farm 
Food Safety Recognition Program. 


The CFIA shares unique and complementary roles 

and responsibilities with other federal departments 

and agencies. With regard to food safety, Health Canada 
is responsible for policies, standards and regulations, 
while the CFIA is responsible for all food inspection, 
compliance and enforcement activities, as well as the 
development of regulations and policies related to food 
labelling and compositional standards. With respect to 
ongoing regulation of passengers and imported commercial 
cargo into Canada, the CFIA has also negotiated 
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irrangements with the Canada Border Services Agency 
CBSA). Finally, to support strong focused management 
of public health emergencies, the CFIA is developing a 
strong collaborative relationship with the newly created 
ublic Health Agency of Canada (PHAC).

PRIORITY 
Foodborne illness 
The Canadian food supply is safe and nutritious. The CFIAs regulatory partners, Managing food 
industry and consumer groups have worked to significantly reduce the threat safety risks 
of foodborne illness in Canada; however, risk always remains. The Agency 
has two specific concerns. The first relates to the non-registered sector — a 
sector that encompasses food manufacturing and distributing establishments that, 
while their products are subject to regulation, are not subject to federal, provincial, 
or territorial registration requirements. The second relates to the increasing volume 
and diversity of food product imports. Changing consumption and trade patterns 
have the potential to introduce new risks related to foodborne illness. 
Emergence and/or spread of animal diseases 
that affect humans (zoonotics) 
Animals, both domestic and wild, can transmit disease-causing agents to Controlling the 
humans. Bovine spongiform encephalopathy (BSE), avian influenza, the transmission of 
spread of West Nile virus and the detection of new strains of rabies are animal diseases 
examples of the potential for diseases of animal origin to impact on public to humans 


health. Lack of science around the nature and transmission of new and 
emerging diseases adds to the complexity of managing them. The CFIA 
protects Canadians from these types of diseases by working in close 
partnership with the animal health community, livestock producers and 
provinces in promoting early detection and reporting of disease. The timely 
and effective control of sudden emergence, entry or uncontrolled spread 

of regulated or new animal diseases remains a significant challenge for 


the Agency.

International science-based regulations 


Specific issues of concern to the CFIA include the importance of retaining Promoting 
and strengthening a rules- and science-based approach with respect to the science-based 
international regulatory system in order to secure Canada’s regulatory objectives regulation 
and protect Canadian exporters from discriminatory and unnecessary barriers. 

The Agency must work with others to address the risks posed by developing

A healthy and sustainable plant and animal resource base in Canada is critical Protecting 


to the environment and the economy. The CFIA, along with its partners, implements 
numerous measures to reduce threats to the animal and plant resource base, ranging 
from surveys and movement control to eradication and emergency response. The 
numerous potential avenues for entry of plant and animal diseases to Canada, 
together with sheer significance of the impact of a major animal disease outbreak 


or the spread of a plant pest, make this an important challenge for the Agency.

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Bio-terrorism 


Issues surrounding Canada’s public safety and security have become increasingly Public security 
critical, placing increasing pressure on the Agency to ensure that it has an effective 

emergency system and the capacity to respond. The challenge is to maintain 

well-planned emergency response procedures to protect food, animals and plants 

from accidental or intentional events. The Agency must also be able to act rapidly and 

effectively in response to emergencies. The CFIA recognizes that strong cooperative 

relationships with its regulatory partners, including other countries, are critical to the 


success of its security measures. 


Demand for new/enhanced services 


Increased demands from producers and consumers for new and enhanced services are Sound Agency 
expected to place additional pressure on already fully utilized resources. For example, management 
the Agency must be able to respond to the growth in domestic industries, such as 

the opening of new meat establishments, and increased requests for inspection and 

certification of products. The CFIA must also be able to respond to increasing consumer 

concerns and needs, such as demands for better information on nutrient content and 


methods of production (e.g. organic, grain-fed) for food products. 


Performance information 


An increase in the quality and quantity of performance information is needed to better Sound Agency 
support day-to-day decision-making, strategic decision- making and reporting results management 
to the Canadian public. Additionally, the potential for losing electronic data which 


forms the basis for performance information must be addressed.

to ensure that it has enough staff with the skills, knowledge and abilities to manage 

and fully carry out regulatory duties in the face of new risks and technologies.

Managing food safety risks 


Lisks to food safety are diverse and complex. Significant 
yazards to human health may be introduced at any 
yoint along the food continuum: from production 
hrough to processing; from transportation through 

0 final preparation by consumers. These hazards can 
sresent themselves in many forms, including food-borne 
sathogens, undeclared allergens, chemical contaminants 


and physical hazards. 


The CFIA’s approach to managing food safety risks is 
multifaceted. On an ongoing basis the Agency evaluates 
food safety risks and designs programs to manage them, 
conducts verification and testing activities, enforces 
legislation and regulations, conducts food investigation 
and recalls, and provides Canadians with food safety 
and nutrition information. The CFIA works closely with 
the Canada Border Services Agency (CBSA) to promote 
effective control and management of food and agricultural 
products at our borders and other points of entry such 


as airports and marine ports. 


The Agency is also undertaking a number of special 
initiatives over the next three years to address food 
safety risks. For example, in recognition of the complex 
and multi-jurisdictional nature of food safety, the CFIA 
is working with its partners on the development of a 
National Food Safety Strategy and will be building a 
strong collaborative relationship with the newly created 
Public Health Agency of Canada (PHAC). The CFIA will 
also work with industry to expand and integrate the 
most advanced systematic and preventative approaches 
to managing food safety hazards such as the Hazard 
Analysis and Critical Control Points (HACCP) system. 
In order to address the risks associated with the increased 
volume and variety of imported foods, the CFIA is also 
continuing to review, assess and evaluate import programs, 
processes and controls. Also, and in partnership with 
other levels of government, a strategy is being developed 
to address potential risks associated with the large sector 
of food manufacturers which are not required to be 
federally registered. (Detailed plan — Section 2.1) 


Controlling the transmission 
of animal diseases to humans 


Diseases transmitted from both domestic animals 

and wildlife pose a risk to public health. Some of these 
diseases, such as BSE and Avian influenza, have become 
well known in recent years due to their significant 
impact on the economy and potential impact on public 
health. Other diseases, such as leptospirosis, TB and 
rabies, while less common, constitute a greater risk 

to specific occupational groups, such as veterinarians 


and meat workers. 
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Experts are acutely aware of the complex interactions 
between human and animal hosts that can result in the 
emergence of new zoonotic diseases, and work continues 
on methods to prevent their occurrence or minimize 
their potential impact. The CFIA plays an important 
role in the partnership between public health agencies 
and agricultural and environmental authorities in 
working to ensure that zoonotic diseases are controlled. 


On an ongoing basis, the CFIA conducts disease 
surveillance, inspections and laboratory analysis as 
well as responding to outbreaks and participating in 
collaborative research. In addition, the CFIA continues 
to develop and implement critical control and regulatory 
policy and contributes to national strategies designed 
to strengthen the overall framework for public health. 


Special initiatives to be undertaken during the planning 
period include the continued implementation of a 
multi-faceted enhanced BSE programming strategy, 
which includes enhanced BSE surveillance testing; 
removal of specified risk material from the food and 
feed supply; facilitating increased slaughter capacity; 
enhanced tracking and tracing; and, enhanced export 
certification (additional details can be found on page 22 
of this report). In response to commitments identified 
as part of the Avian Influenza Review, the CFIA will 
work with federal, provincial and municipal authorities 
on a number of initiatives. For example, the development 
and standardization of biosecurity protocols in the 
poultry industry; strengthening linkages between 
laboratories participating in foreign animal disease 
testing and surveillance; and, refinement of generic and 
disease-specific national emergency management plans. 
The CFIA will also review compensation for livestock 
ordered destroyed. In addition, the CFIA will contribute 
to the National Wildlife Disease Strategy, as wildlife 


form an important link in the chain of disease transmission 
from animals to humans; and, is developing a regulatory 
framework for toxic substances that can enter the food 
chain through animals. The CFIA will also work closely 
with the new Public Health Agency of Canada to 
develop a strong collaborative relationship in the areas 
of surveillance, analysis and information sharing. 
(Detailed plan — Section 2.1) 


Promoting Science-based 
regulation 


As a science-based agency, the CFIA relies on sound 
science as the basis of its program design and regulatory 
decision-making. 


On an ongoing basis, the Agency strives to share 
knowledge and expertise through liaison with the 
science and technology community, both domestically 
and abroad. The Agency will continue to actively 
promote science-based decisions and policies in 
international fora and work with others to address the 
risks posed by developing countries’ governments that 
lack the capacity to follow or develop science-based 
approaches and regulations. 


In addition, the Agency recognizes the need to participate 
in science and innovation and science excellence at a 
horizontal level with other government departments. 
The CFIA is involved in initiatives designed to ensure 
that tools and technology are updated in support of 
science activities. The need to maintain and build 
capacity for science through recruitment and training 

is also a key focal point for the Agency. (Detailed plan — 
Section 2.2) 
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Maintaining an effective

The CFIA is committed to maintaining an effective 
ransparent, rules- and science-based domestic regulatory 
ramework. Outdated statutes and/or insufficient 
1uthority could impede the CFIA’s ability to fully 

ind effectively carry out its mandate. Accordingly, 

yn an ongoing basis, the Agency develops and updates 
egislation and regulations, as needed. Further, the 
Agency negotiates domestic arrangements and agreements 
and cultivates collaborative relationships with relevant 
stakeholders, including provincial agencies, industry 


yroups, consumer groups and universities. 


The Government of Canada has committed to smart 
zovernment and smart regulation with the goal of a 
“transparent and predictable regulatory system that 
accomplishes public policy objectives efficiently while 
eliminating unintended impacts”.* In order to maintain 
a competitive marketplace and provide consumers 
with a wide selection of affordable and high quality 
products it is critical that the regulatory regime be both 
fair and effective. The CFIA will actively participate 
in the process of developing the Government's Smart 
Regulation Strategy through the introduction of 

new legislation. The proposed new Canadian Food 
Inspection Agency Enforcement Act (Bill C-27) was 
introduced into Parliament November 2004. The 
purpose of this legislation is to consolidate, modernize 
and enhance the inspection and enforcement powers 
of the CFIA. 


Finally, the Agency commits to improving horizontal 
regulatory governance in areas of emerging technologies 
and biotechnology. (Detailed plan — Section 2.2) 


3 Speech from the Throne, October 2004 


Protecting Canada’s crops, 
forests and livestock 


A healthy and sustainable plant and animal resource 
base in Canada is critical to the environment and 
the economy. The CFIA is responsible for protecting 
Canada’s livestock, crops and forests from regulated 
pests and diseases. 


On an ongoing basis, the Agency evaluates risks to 
the resource base, designs programs to manage them, 
and establishes controls on the movement and entry 
of live animals, meat and other animal products as well 
as plants and plant products. The Agency conducts 
inspection activities and enforcement activities. 
Eradication activities and emergency response, when 
necessary, are employed to help prevent the spread 
of pests and diseases. The CFIA administers animal 
health and plant protection compensation programs 
and conducts education, awareness and outreach 
activities. The CFIA works in partnership with the 
CBSA to protect against the introduction of foreign 


animal diseases and plant pests. 


The Agency has also committed to a number of special 
initiatives related to this priority. With regard to plant 
protection, the Agency will update critical pest /emergency 
response plans; refine risk analysis and plant pest early 
warning systems; and, implement strategies to enhance 
risk mitigation in countries of origin. The Agency 

will also work with Environment Canada to continue 
contributing to the development of the Invasive Alien 


Species Action Plans. 


With regard to animal health, the Agency will enhance 
animal disease tracking and tracing for all livestock; 
complete a national disposal strategy for all livestock 
species; and, conduct a review of compensation policies 
under the Health of Animals Act. The CFIA will work 
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with others to build an Integrated National Animal 
Health Strategic Policy Framework. In addition the 
Agency will contribute to the development of a Wildlife 
Strategy and the National Aquatic Animal Health 
Program. (Detailed plan — Section 2.3) 


Public Security 


The CFIA’s capacity to act rapidly and effectively in the 
event of a food safety emergency or a threat to biosecurity 
allows it to be a key contributor to the Government of 
Canada’s public security initiatives. By enhancing its 
ability to detect and respond to emergencies, the CFIA is 
promoting the security of the food supply and agricultural 
resource base. 


On an ongoing basis the CFIA conducts surveillance 
and emergency preparedness activities, which allow the 
CFIA to anticipate and prepare for potential problems 
before they occur. In addition, the CFIA is working to 
reflect the principles set out in Canada’s new National 
Security Policy. In order to better address deliberate 
threats to the food supply and animal and plant resource 
base, the CFIA is enhancing the capacity and biosecurity 
of its laboratories and updating Foreign Animal Disease 
Emergency (FADE) agreements with the provinces and 
territories. In an effort to strengthen preparedness and 
respond in the event of a chemical, biological, radiological 
or nuclear incident the CFIA actively participates in the 
Chemical, Biological and Radio-nuclear Research and 
Technology Initiative (CRTI) in a number of ways which 
are designed to build capacity. The ability to continue 

to provide services in the event of an emergency has 
contributed to an initiative aimed at developing and 
testing business continuity plans within the Agency.

Sound Agency Management 


The Government of Canada has placed significant 

priority on good governance and management within ) 
federal institutions. Several of the key strategic challenges. 
faced by the Agency will be addressed by the Agency’s | 
plans related to the implementation of the Government's — 
Management Accountability Framework (MAF). 


For example, the demand for new and enhanced services 
will be addressed, in part, by strategies related to policy, 
programs and service delivery. Specifically, the Agency 
will improve the consistency of program delivery by 
identifying and prioritizing service delivery challenges 
and implementing best practices. The Agency will also 
implement a quality assurance strategy as well as review 
and pilot new technologies to enhance inspection and 
laboratory science capacities. These efforts, and others, 
should help the Agency address this key challenge. 


The complexity and diversity of CFIA’s operating 
environment generates the need for accurate, reliable and 
timely information. This need extends well beyond the 
boundaries of CFIA to other federal partners, other levels 
of government, industry and international partners. 
Information Management (IM) significantly underpins 
business activity across the CFIA. A higher degree of 
integration across many sources of information and a 
more collaborative analytical capability is fundamental 
to the Agency’s ability to successfully deliver its mandate. 
A review of the Agency’s IM Strategic Directions was 
initiated in 2004-05, with a view to revamping the 
CFIA’s key IM imperatives and the associated IM/IT 
Operational Plan for the next three years. 
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imilarly, a key strategic challenge was identified 
elated to the need to increase the quality and 
{uantity of performance information to better support 
lay-to-day decision-making, strategic decision-making 
nd reporting results to the Canadian public. The 
Agency's strategies related to risk management,

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Over the past decade industry has adopted a control 


system commonly referred to as Hazard Analysis 
Critical Control Point (HACCP). HACCP is a 
systematic and preventative approach designed to 
help processors meet food safety standards. Under 
HACCP, food processors implement process controls 
throughout production, preventing food safety hazards 
from occurring. To date, only federally registered fish sd 
and seafood processing establishments are required by 
regulation to have HACCP systems in place. HACCP 

systems become mandatory for meat in 2005. Many 

other commodity sectors, poultry, fresh and processed 

fruit and vegetables, egg, hatchery, dairy, honey and 

maple syrup, are voluntarily implementing HACCP 

principles in their establishments. 


Food safety legislation in Canada is such that 
coordination among various levels of government is 
essential in order for the appropriate coverage of all 
food sectors and products across Canada. The federal 
government believes that a national food safety 
strategy is essential for dealing with the food safety 
challenges of today and the future, and will result 

in a seamless science-based food safety system for 
Canada. Of particular concern to the CFIA is the 
“non-registered” food sector. This sector encompasses 
food manufacturing and distributing establishments 
that, while their products are subject to regulation, 
are not subject to federal, provincial, or territorial 
registration requirements. It includes a wide variety 
of products, such as cereals, baked goods, soft drinks 
and candy, as well as products not covered by trade 


and commerce legislation. 


Food consumption trends among Canadians have 
undergone significant change. Canadians are eating 

a greater variety of foods from a greater number of 
sources than ever before. Management of food safety 
risks associated with imported commodities presents 
challenges that differ from those associated with the 
management of food safety risks of domestically 


produced food. 
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¢ In September of 2004, the Government of Canada 
established the new Public Health Agency of Canada 
(PHAC). The new Agency will act as the focal point 
for federal leadership and accountability in managing 
public health emergencies. The Public Health Agency 
will work closely with other government departments 
and agencies on long-term strategies to confront both 
infectious and chronic disease and share Canada’s 
expertise on the international stage. The CFIA will 
support PHAC in its role by working toward the 
development of a memorandum of understanding 
and governance structure that will ensure a truly 
collaborative relationship. 


e Diseases transmitted from animals to humans also 
have the potential to pose a risk to public health. 
In recent years, Canada and its trading partners have 
had to address diseases such as bovine spongiform 
encephalopathy (BSE) or “mad cow” disease and avian 
influenza (AI), among others. The emergence of these 
diseases in Canada underscores the need to continue 
to place priority on emerging human health concerns 
linked to the health of animals, including wildlife. 
Further, periodically there are incidents in which 
toxic substances affect animals and may impact on 
human health. A regulatory framework for toxic 
substances in animals is therefore necessary in order 
to protect Canadians from this type of preventable 
health risk. 


Significant changes from previous plans: The CFIA is 
working with the new PHAC towards a collaborative 


agreement and governance structure. 


A review of the AI outbreak in BC this past year has led 
to a strengthened commitment from government and 
industry representatives to enhance emergency plans 
and define collaborative roles. Further information on 
this review can be found in the pages that follow.

Canadians rely on the accuracy and truthfulness of 
product information. Misrepresentation of food 
composition, quantity or nutritional value misleads 
Canadians as to the quality and safety of the food 
they purchase and could result in unfair competition 
for industry. A particular ongoing concern for many 
Canadians is labels that do not identify common 
allergenic food ingredients, such as nuts. Between 
April and December of 2004, the CFIA issued 38 
allergy alerts. 


The approximate value of exported food, plant 

and animal products regulated by the CFIA was 

$36.2 billion in 2003. Export certification remains a 
demanding and important part of the CFIA’s mandate. 
In accordance with the goals of Government-On-Line, 
the CFIA is developing an electronic certification 
system as a means of increasing the speed and security 


of data exchange for both import and export product.

2.3 Sustaining the plant and 
animal resource base 


Canada’s social and economic well-being is closely 
linked to the health of our natural environment. The 
CFIA’s contribution to this government priority is the 
promotion of a sustainable plant and animal resource 
base. This entails protecting Canada’s livestock, crops 
and forests from regulated pests and diseases. This also 
includes controlling the introduction of toxic substances 
into animal and plant production systems that may 
impact human health or the environment. 


Plan rationale — Key influencing factors: 


¢ Pathogens such as potato wart and Sudden Oak 
Death, and pests such as brown spruce longhorn 
beetle and emerald ash borer, can pose serious threats 
to the plant resource base. Plant pests come from 
either within Canada or are introduced through 
imported plants, plant products, wood packaging or 
soil. The damage they cause can result in significant 
financial and environmental costs. 


e Invasive alien species are plants or animals, such 
as the Asian longhorn beetle, that are introduced 
outside their natural habitats and that cause harm to 
local ecosystems. They also cause billions of dollars 
in damage to the economy. Budget 2005 provided 
funding for a multi-departmental strategy to support 
effective preventative management of this threat. The 
CFIA will receive $50 million over five years for this 
initiative. Strategic investments will be made to 
enhance support of scientific activities, strengthen 
national surveillance efforts, and raise awareness 
about harmful practices. This strategy will be carried 


out in partnership with the provinces and territories. 


Animal disease threats exist within our own herds, 
from wildlife and from imported animals, animal 
products and by-products, and soil. Preventing the 
entry and controlling the spread of animal diseases is 
critical to both the resource base and the economy. 


The CFIA’s efforts, in partnership with the Canadian 
Cattle Identification Program, have greatly enhanced 
the ability to track cattle diseases and trace cattle and 
their products from farm to fork. The development of 
animal identification systems for all livestock species, 
as well as improvements to the existing program, 
must be a priority. 


The CFIA is leading the development of an Integrated | 
National Animal Health Strategic Policy Framework. 
This framework will reflect advances in production 
systems and disease control approaches and address 


environmental sustainability issues such as animal 


disposal and disease impacts on the ecosystem. An 
Integrated National Animal Health Strategic Policy 
Framework will help to ensure comprehensive public 
and animal health protection and contribute to a 
competitive economy characterized by domestic and 
international confidence and minimal market access 
restrictions. This initiative is being undertaken with 


AAFC, the provinces and territories, and industry. 


The protection of Canada’s aquatic resources (wild 
and cultured) from reportable diseases is critical 
both from a resource base and economic point of 
view. In order to maintain the seafood industry’s 
access to important export markets and to ensure 
the continued growth of the industry, Canada will 
need to continue to meet international standards 
for aquatic animal disease control as they evolve. To 
meet these standards, the Department of Fisheries 
and Oceans and the Canadian Food Inspection 
Agency will work jointly to establish a national 
Aquatic Animal Health Program. Budget 2005 
provides the CFIA with $32 million over five years 
for this program.

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2.4 Promoting the security of 
Canada’s food supply and 
agricultural resource base 


The Government of Canada is committed to the 
protection of Canadians from deliberate threats to 
their safety. Chemical and biological threats to humans 
can occur through the deliberate contamination of the 
environment, food or water supplies. Threats to our 
animal and plant resource base may occur through the 
deliberate introduction of significant plant pests or 
foreign animal diseases. 


Emergency preparedness and response to food safety 
security emergencies and threats to agricultural 
biosecurity are the focus of the CFIA’s contribution 
to public safety. 


Plan rationale — Key influencing factors: 


e Inthe 2001 Federal Budget, the government 
allocated $7.7 billion in new funds to be spent over 
the next five years on activities to enhance security 
for Canadians. The CFIA was allocated $36 million 
on an ongoing basis to enhance surveillance and 
detection, science and laboratory capacity and border 
controls. The latter responsibility has subsequently 
been transferred to the Canada Border Services 
Agency (CBSA). 


e An effective, integrated response to agricultural 
and food safety security emergencies requires a 
framework for defining partners’ interactions and 
decision-making. Emergency response is often 
a complicated and shared responsibility between 
numerous federal departments, provinces and 
territories, the US and others. Accordingly, it is 
critical that the framework be tested on an ongoing 
basis through simulated emergency exercises. These 
exercises also provide opportunities for emergency 
responders and their organizations to perform 


emergency duties and to build competencies. 


Emergency preparedness, along with the response 
systems and strategies to protect the security of 
Canada’s food supply, has always been integral to 
the delivery of the CFIA’s mandate. The Agency 
plans to enhance its emergency preparedness and 
response strategies by strengthening and building 
internal mechanisms and approaches to agro- 


terrorism threats. 


Within North America, close biosecurity regulatory 
cooperation exists to protect humans, animals, plants, 
and the environment. Program design, inspection 
system design and implementation, and laboratory 
cooperation will be extended to more effectively 
counter bioterrorism risks. Areas in which CFIA and 
our counterpart agencies in the United States may 
work together include: preparation for emergencies 
and potential hazards by developing integrated 
emergency plans and conducting joint emergency 
exercises; expansion of the animal vaccine bank 

to respond to more animal health diseases; joint 
response and cooperation on enforcement actions, 

if required; and, sharing of information on decisions 


concerning compliance activities and emergencies. 


The capacity to gather and critically analyze 
information related to potential threats to the food 
supply and agricultural resource base is essential to 
Canada’s long-term security. Information must be 
gathered from a wide variety of sources, compiled, 
critically analyzed and used to generate intelligence 
products that can ultimately be used to provide 
advance warning and eliminate or mitigate potential 
security threats. Recognizing the importance of 
this, the CFIA has established a unit which gathers 
information, performs analysis and communicates 
intelligence to decision makers. Links are forged 
internally and externally with other Canadian 
Government departments, industry, foreign 


governments and international bodies. 
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e In April of 2004, the government released its National 
_ Security Policy. The policy sets out an integrated 
strategy and action plan designed to address current 
and future threats as well as integrating emergency 
management and national security. The CFIA is a key 
participant in Canada’s federal emergency response 

___ structure and is working closely with Public Safety 
and Emergency Preparedness Canada on implementing 
the National Security Policy. 


(e Laboratory infrastructure, expertise and capacity 

are critical to addressing food safety security and 

| biosecurity-threats. In particular, laboratories must 
be capable of detecting potential high-threat agents, 
such as anthrax bacteria in food and significant plant 

pests and foreign animal diseases. Further, laboratory 

| biosecurity is essential. 


e The Chemical Biological Radionuclear Research and 
Technology Initiative (CRTI) is a national initiative 
administered by the Department of National Defence 
to strengthen preparedness by improving Canada’s 
ability to respond to chemical, biological, radiological 
and nuclear incidents. This initiative involves 

__ building capacity within federal laboratories and 
with external partners to prepare for, and respond 
to, a potential terrorist attack. The CFIA is using 
CRTI funding to build capacity in several key areas, 
including: to implement the Canadian Animal 
Disease Emergency Response and the Crisis 
Information Management Systems; purchase a 
state-of-the-art risk analysis modeling system, 
which will help predict the spread of a foreign animal 
disease incursion; develop rapid tests against the 
highest risk foreign animal pathogens, as well as 
rapid identification of terrorist agents such as 
anthrax in food, test ready-to-use test kits for 
foot-and mouth-disease, hog cholera and avian 
influenza; purchase equipment to enhance testing 
for shellfish toxins and to support the rapid 


identification of pesticide residues, plant pests 
and pathogens; and, add capacity for storage and 
preservation of bioterrorism agents as part of the 
national microbial culture collection network. 
(Further information on the CRTI initiative can 
be found on page 40.) 


Significant changes from previous plans: The CFIA’s 
role in public security continues to evolve in accordance 
with the government of Canada’s direction and the 


evolving threat environment.

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2.5 Providing sound agency 
management 


The CFIA is committed to enhancing the effectiveness 

_and efficiency of federal inspection and related services 
for food safety, animal health and plant protection. 

‘In particular, the Agency is committed to ensuring 
that these activities are delivered in a risk-based and 
cost-effective manner. For the CFIA, this means a 
management focus on effective program delivery, 

_ responsible management and well-managed 


administration. 


These commitments are in line with the significant 
_ priority that the Government of Canada has placed 
on good governance and management within federal 
institutions. In June 2003 the Management Accountability 
Framework (MAF) was introduced by Treasury Board 
Secretariat. This framework incorporates a number 
_ of older frameworks, including all the elements of 
- Modern Comptrollership. Its implementation is a 
priority for the Government of Canada. More

The CFIA is committed to meeting the expectations 
of the Management Accountability Framework and 
has re-aligned its plans and priorities related to “Sound 
Agency Management” accordingly. Within the plans 
that follow, the CFIA also commits to addressing the 
annual corporate priorities for the Public Service of 
Canada, which are established annually by the Clerk 

_ of the Privy Council. Included in the priorities for 

- 2004-05 were modern comptrollership, human resource 
management, learning, official languages and diversity. 


Plan rationale — Key influencing factors: 


e An integral part of the Government of Canada’s 
commitment to modernizing management practices 


is the promotion of a corporate and systematic 


approach to managing risk within federal organizations. 


The CFIA is committed to fully implementing the 
Government of Canada’s Integrated Risk Management 
Framework. A well performing organization 
systematically considers: the risk environment 
within which it must operate; the tolerance that 
the organization has to risk; and, the guidance and 
latitude it is prepared to provide to its managers. 

A fully integrated risk management process will 
improve results through more informed strategic 
and operational decisions that contribute to the 
achievement of organizational objectives. 


¢ The linkage of strategic planning to accountability is 
critical to sound agency management. In accordance 
with Treasury Board Secretariat requirements, the 
CFIA will continue to implement the Management 
Resources and Results Structure (MRRS). This tool 
will better link resources to results and will allow for 
increased transparency and consistency with respect 
to decisions on resource use and results. The CFIA 
is also implementing a results-oriented performance 
management framework (PMF) designed to improve 
data collection, management and performance 
reporting. The development and refinement of 
performance indicators will continue in 2005-2006. 
These indicators will be incorporated into the 
2006-2007 RPP. The Management Accountability 
Framework also requires departments to report on 
their program performance and link resources spent 


with the results achieved. 
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The Government of Canada is committed to the 
highest standards of ethical behaviour in serving the 
Canadian public. Values and ethics are an important 
component of the Management Accountability 
Framework. The CFIA, shortly after it was created, 
adopted “Our Values and Principles”, which set out 

a series of principles which were meant to guide 

the behaviour of all staff. At a time when ethical 
and transparent conduct is considered ever more 
important, the CFIA is currently engaged in the 
review and re-evaluation of these principles with 
the view to developing a revised integrated set 

of values and principles to guide both internal 
behaviour and the Agency’s relationships with 
regulated parties and stakeholders generally. 


In the modern labour market, competition in 
attracting and keeping the right talent is fierce. 
Approximately 70 percent of the CFIA’s workforce 
is in the scientific, professional and technical fields. 
Changing demographics and the movement towards 
a knowledge-based economy present significant 
challenges to the recruitment and retention of 
employees. The strength and future viability of 

any science-based organization is dependent on 

its ability to build the skills and knowledge of its 
employees. Integration of human resources planning 
with business planning is critical to ensuring that 
the right people are in place at the right time to 
deliver key services. The CFIA is developing a 
succession planning process that encourages strong 
leadership and continuity in business-critical, 
science-based positions. 


In September 2003, the CFIA completed a 
comprehensive review of the consistency of operational 
delivery of the Agency’s services across the country. 
This assessment resulted in the identification of 
opportunities for improvement and the creation of 

a multi-year, comprehensive approach to enhancing 
effectiveness, efficiency and consistency in the 
delivery of services. Progress to-date includes work 
towards the development of systems and processes 
for improving access, distribution and understanding 
of policies and procedures, and the development 

of quality verification criteria. The long term plan 
includes: modernizing legislation, regulations and 
policies (as required); updating procedure manuals; 
clarifying roles and responsibilities internally 

and with external parties; updating and increasing 
training; and rationalizing and better coordinating 
internal and external review, audit and evaluation 


mechanisms. 


The CFIA relies extensively on partnerships to 
achieve its mandate and deliver its programs. While 
effective partnerships have been established with 
other government departments/agencies, other levels 
of government, industry, universities, and foreign 
governments, the CFIA recognizes the importance 

of improving the management of partnerships and 
stakeholders. This will be done by reviewing internal 
and external consultation needs, reviewing current 
consultation mechanisms, assessing redundancies, 
developing mechanisms to facilitate transfer of 
knowledge and information and developing a 
consultation framework to provide a coordinated 
approach to Agency consultation including a 
single-window access to a listing of consultations 


being undertaken by the Agency. 


Report on Plans and Priorities 2005-2006 


Enhanced corporate stewardship and a commitment 
to sound financial planning and prudent controls 
are essential components of Modern Comptrollership. 
Faced with diminishing resources and mounting 
demands for public engagement and accountability, 
modern managers must continually seek out 
innovative ways to deliver results for Canadians. 
Improved overall decision-making through the 
provision of easily accessible reporting tools as 

well as risk-based allocation of resources have been 
identified as priorities. 


Keeping laboratories and scientific equipment 
updated and in a constant state of readiness are 
critical to maintaining the capacity to respond 

to threats to the security of the food supply and 

to requirements of domestic and international 
standards. Good management of real property and 
immoveable assets requires the development of good 
governance regimes for capital investments, asset 
management strategies and life-cycle management 
practices. This will ensure the renewal of critical 
information technology, vehicle fleet, laboratory 
infrastructure and scientific equipment. Life-cycle 
management practices have been refined to include 
priority ranking and risk management of capital 
requirements and a standardized approach to 
assessment of the state of CFIA’s assets. 


e The CFIA’s information management/information 
technology (IM/IT) infrastructure must continuously 
evolve to keep pace with demands. The CFIA 
recognizes that governance of IM/IT is inseparable 
from overall business planning and will ensure that 
IM/IT investments are aligned with the Agency’s 
corporate priorities. 


Significant changes from previous plans: The plan 
associated with sound agency management has been 
re-aligned to better reflect the expectations presented 
in the Management Accountability Framework. 


Key partners: None

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3.4 Major Regulatory Initiatives 


The CFIA enforces 38 sets of regulations related to the 13 Acts that form the Agency’s legislative mandate. There are 


eight major regulatory initiatives that are ongoing. When significant regulatory initiatives are proposed, a major cost- 
benefit analysis is completed. Proposed major regulatory initiatives are listed below. 


Enhanced Feed Ban (Health of Animals 
Regulations, Feeds Regulations, Meat 
Inspection Regulations and Fertilizers 
Regulations)

New regulations are being developed under the Health of Animals Act 
that will regulate how feeds are manufactured and will implement 
manufacturing to ensure that finished products meet regulatory standards. 
These regulations will apply to both commercial and non-commercial 
manufacturing operations that wish to manufacture any kind of medicated 
feed on their premises. 


The purpose of Part XII of the Health of Animals Regulations is to regulate 
animal transportation in Canada by setting reasonable standards of care 
that address the welfare of animals in transit. This regulatory proposal 
requires that carriers involved in the transport of live animals have 
knowledge of the species being transported. It identifies animal 
transportation risk factors, and requires that these be assessed prior to 
transport, and that remedial action be taken to address any factors which 
may result in injury, suffering or death to the animals. 


The purpose of the Meat Inspection Act and Regulations is to regulate the 
import, export and inter-provincial trade in meat products, the registration 
of establishments, the inspection of animals and meat products in 
registered establishments and the standards for animals slaughtered and 
for meat products prepared in those establishments. It is proposed that the 
Meat Inspection Regulations will be re-written to support a National Meat 
Inspection System. This would allow for a two tier meat inspection system 
where both Tiers would require QA/HACCP system in place. 


In consultation with AAFC and industry, this involves revising current 
methodology to estimate and establish new maximum amounts of 
compensation under the Animal Health Compensation program.

National Organic Production and with ITCAN, formed the Organic Production System Task Force (OTF). 
Inspection Regime Throughout 2005, in consultation with the organic industry and Canada’s 


provincial and territorial governments, the OTF will work towards the 
development and implementation of a fair and effective inspection regime 
for organic production, sales, imports and exports to meet the December 
31, 2005 European Union third-country equivalence list deadline for 
national organic production systems. 


Toxic Substances Regulations The Health of Animals Act provides authority to prescribe “toxic 

(Health of Animals Act) substances” and to specify the way in which “toxic substances” may be 
prescribed. The creation of a list of toxic substances in regulations is 
therefore being proposed. 


Once a list of substances is prescribed, it would allow the CFIA to respond 
to toxic contamination events in the same manner as it can currently 
respond to animal disease emergencies. Control authorities already exist 
for disease responses under the Act and Regulations and this proposal will 
allow for a toxic substance contamination response. This regulatory 
proposal will further strengthen the CFIAs regulatory control for instances 
of contamination along the entire food production continuum.

The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. 
This request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in 
the House of Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of: 


Part I - The Government Expense Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes the key elements of 
the Main Estimates. 


Part [i - The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve 
these votes to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled 
concurrently on or before March 1. 


Part III — Departmental Expenditure Plans, which is divided into two components: 


1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency 
(excluding Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail over a three-year period on an 
organisation’s main priorities by strategic outcome(s), program activity(s) and planned/expected results, including 
links to related resource requirements. The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major 
capital projects, grants and contributions, and net program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of 
the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in 
Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These documents are usually tabled on or before 
March 31 and referred to committees, which may then report to the House of Commons pursuant to 
Standing Order 81(4). 


2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of results achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover 
the most recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board 
on behalf of the ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of 
the Financial Administration Act. 


Supplementary Estimates directly support an Appropriation Act. The Supplementary Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in the subsequent appropriation bill. Parliamentary approval is required to 
enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Supplementary Estimates are normally tabled twice a year, 
the first document in early November and a final document in early March. Each Supplementary Estimates document is 
identified alphabetically A, B, C, etc. Under special circumstances, more than two Supplementary Estimates documents 
can be published in any given year. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments 
achieved in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for 

the allocation and management of public funds. 
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SECTION I - OVERVIEW 


Vision 


The Board’s grievance review skills and expertise will be recognized through the quality of its 
findings and recommendations. 


This will be realized when: 


- The principles of integrity and fairness guiding the Board create a climate of confidence 
in members of the Canadian Forces; 


- Members of the Canadian Forces are confident that the Board’s findings and 
recommendations are objective, timely, fair and impartial; 


- The work of the Board has a positive impact on the conditions of work for military 
personnel and contributes to a better understanding and application of regulations, 
policies, and guidelines; 


- Other public agencies, in Canada and abroad, consult the Board regarding their own 
grievance management and review processes. 


The Board’s Priorities 


In order to achieve timeliness in the review of grievances referred to the Board and ensure that 
the Board’s value-added is communicated; the Board has identified two priority areas: 


Priority #1 Operational productivity; and 


Priority #2 External communications. 


Expected Results 


Taken together, these initiatives will help ensure that the grievances are reviewed in a timely 
fashion and the role of the different players involved in matters affecting the well being of 
members of the military as well as the value-added of the Board are communicated. 


Chairperson’s Message 


As Chairperson for the Canadian Forces Grievance Board, I 
hereby present the fifth Report on Plans and Priorities for the 
Board, for the period 2005-2006 to 2007-2008. 


Over the past four years, our enthusiasm has grown with 
regards to our progress as an organization and the role we 
fulfil for the Canadian Forces and their military. For 
example, in 2004, we had our most productive year to date, 
thanks in large part to a streamlined process and an 
amalgamation of precedents to help improve the consistency 
and timeliness of our recommendations in the future. 
Production aside, it remains my priority to ensure that values 
and ethics promoted by the federal government are an 
integral part of the Board’s management practices. 


Five years into our mandate, I firmly believe the Board is fulfilling the necessary role intended 
by Parliament in 1998. We are there to assist the Chief of Defence Staff and the Canadian 
Forces in resolving grievances and in many instances we have identified recurring and systemic 
issues that necessitate further study for possible policy or regulatory change. We fully intend to 
seek feedback from the Canadian Forces on initiatives they have undertaken as a result of the 
Board’s recommendations and towards this end a reporting mechanism is being developed. 


My second priority for the year 2005 is to increase communications that highlight the important 
role the Board has within the grievance process. This is crucial if we are to reach those Canadian 
Forces members whose future working conditions of service may be affected by our findings and 
recommendations. We need to increase the awareness amongst CF members that the mandate of 
the Canadian Forces Grievance Board is to render fair, impartial, transparent and expeditious 
findings and recommendations in accordance with the National Defence Act and Chapter 7.12 of 
the Queen’s Regulations and Orders for the Canadian Forces. Ultimately, it remains one of the 
Board’s long-term objectives to create a climate of confidence for members of the Canadian 
Forces in an improved grievance process.

Summary Information 


Reason for Existence — The Board officially began operations on June 15, 2000, when it 
received its regulatory authority. It is external to and independent of the Canadian Forces 


(CF) and the Department of National Defence (DND), with the statutory mandate to review 
military grievances and to submit findings and recommendations to the Chief of the Defence 
Staff (CDS). 


The CFGB’s mandate is to issue fair, impartial, transparent and expeditious findings and 
recommendations on grievances from members of the Canadian Forces, in accordance with the 
National Defence Act and referred under Chapter 7.12 of the Queen’s Regulations and Orders 
for the Canadian Forces (QR&O). The CFGB is mandated to review grievances pertaining to: 


- deductions from pay and allowances; 
- reversion to a lower rank or release from the Forces; 


- the application or interpretation of policies relating to the expression of personal 
opinions, political activities, and candidature for office, civil employment, conflict of 
interest and post-employment compliance measures, harassment or racist conduct; 


- pay, allowances and other financial benefits; 
. the entitlement to medical care and dental treatment; and 


The Chief of the Defence Staff shall refer every grievance concerning a decision or an act of the 
Chief of the Defence Staff in respect of a particular officer or non-commissioned member to the 
Grievance Board for its findings and recommendations. The CDS also has the discretionary 
power to refer any other type of grievance to the Board for review. 


The Board has the powers of an administrative tribunal to summon civilian or military witnesses, 
as well as order testimony under oath, and the production of documents. Hearings would 
normally be held in-camera, in the interests of individual privacy. Nonetheless, the Chairperson 
could decide to hold public hearings when it is deemed that the public interest is at stake. 


The underlying causes of grievances have to be looked at, in order to propose changes aimed at 
preventing the recurrence of similar grievances. The Board is interested in seeing systemic 
changes take place where they are warranted, with the potential outcome of helping to prevent 
further grievances of a similar nature. Thus the Board’s work could result in findings and 
recommendations which may lead to amendments to existing regulations, policies, or practices 
regarding the conditions of work within the Canadian Forces.

When the Board officially opened its doors and began operations on June 15, 2000, it inherited a 
backlog of cases from the former system, and has tried to deal with this situation as effectively as 
possible, taking into consideration that it had to review new grievances at the same time. On 
September 2, 2003, the Board instituted an operational plan to review all outstanding grievances 
received by December 31, 2003. The Board had estimated that it would meet its obligation to 
substantially eliminate the backlog and achieve a steady state of operation by December 31, 2004, 
provided that it continued to streamline its business processes and key Member positions of the 
Board were renewed or filled. 


The hiring of core operations staff was delayed, the additional Board Members necessary to deal 
with the Board’s caseload have not been appointed by the Governor in Council, and the position 
of part-time Vice Chairperson has not been renewed. The Board now anticipate completing the 
review of its backlog cases by spring 2005 and does not expect to arrive at steady state until the 
end of fiscal year 2005-2006. 


The Board also implemented its performance measurement and reporting strategy and is now ina 
position to better monitor its efficiency by ensuring that it meets its productivity targets, achieve its 
planned results and measure the efficiency of its grievance review process. The target for Steady 
State is to complete a grievance review and issue its findings and recommendations within six 
months from the day that it is received at the Board. 


The Board will work to improve its operational productivity by: 


= strengthening performance through monitoring its Performance Measurement Sinicar: 
« increasing its production; 

= ensuring that its timeline standards are met, 

= reinforcing sound internal management; and 


= ensuring rigorous planning of human and financial resources needs. 


Results 


= By 2006 the grievances referred to the Board will be reviewed within a six month period as 
a result of increasing its production, maintaining a reasonable cost per grievance; and 
meeting its timeline standards; 


« staff and Board Members developmental and training needs will be met; 


= Resourcing strategy over three years is in place. 


« Credibility and relevance vis-a-vis members of the Canadian Forces 


External Communications 


External communications continues to be a priority for the Board in order to better inform Board 
stakeholders about its role within the grievance review process. The results of an environmental 
analysis show that there exist degrees of confusion concerning the different players who deal with 
the same or similar matters on behalf of the military. The CFGB has been working to implement its 
external communications strategy and remains aware that its contribution to the overall grievance 
process is not as well known or understood as it should be among members of the military and 
various stakeholders. The Board will continue, therefore, to pursue various outreach activities. 


The Board will work to expand its external communications by: 


* Reaching out to our clients and stakeholders; 


* Learning from and sharing information through exchanges with our clients, stakeholders 
and target audiences; 


« Positioning the Board at senior levels forum; 


« Disseminating information in the impact of the Board’s work. 


Results 


* Better understanding of the Board’s work from stakeholders, the Canadian Forces and the 
Public service environment; 


« Enhancing knowledge sharing. 
Risks 


« Meet expectations and sustain credibility; 


« Failure to demonstrate the value-added of the Board’s work. 


Major Factors Influencing the Board 


The external factors are as follows:

Government-wide expenditure review. 
The appointments of Board Members, whether they be full or part-time. 


The unknown number of grievances that could be filed by members of the military in any 
given year. 


Delays at any point in the process, either before or subsequent to the CFGB having received 
a grievance and sending its findings and recommendations to the CDS, can negatively impact 
on the Board’s image and credibility. Many grievors do not make a distinction as to where a 
grievance is in the review process. 


Continuing confusion, at large, about the different players at Department of National Defence 
/Canadian Forces (DND/CF) overseeing the same or similar matters on behalf of the military, 
such as the Director General, Canadian Forces Grievance Authority (DGCFGA), the Conflict 
Management Program (CMP) and the Office of the Ombudsman.

Having a judicial review by the Federal Court on a grievance or grievances that had been 
reviewed by the Board. 


Any new, unfunded central agency initiatives that could emerge for example, the recent 
passage of Bill C-25, the Public Service Modernization Act. As in the case of many small 
organizations, while delivering against its mandate the Board must also comply with various 
central agency initiatives and reporting requirements; these take up valuable time and 
consume scarce resources. 


The internal factors are:

The vacant positions at the Board Member’s level (full-time and part-time) could affect the 
capacity of the Board to review grievances in a timely manner. 


The organization requires knowledge workers with highly developed skills and abilities, and 
recruiting and retaining these highly sought resources has proved to be an ongoing challenge.

The Board conducts objective and transparent reviews of grievances with due respect to fairness 
and equity for each member of the CF, regardless of rank or position. It ensures that the rights of 
military personnel are considered fairly throughout the process and that its Board Members act in 
the best interest of the parties concerned. The findings and recommendations it issues are not 
only based in law but form precedents that may facilitate change within the CF. 


Administrative tribunals, such as the Board, provide a mechanism outside the courts for the 
expeditious resolution of complex and particular matters. Acting independently of the 
government, tribunals have the power to make decisions through enabling statutes of Parliament. 
Such powers permit the tribunal to determine the existence and scope of rights and obligations in 
a particular field of expertise and these are to be exercised in accordance with the public interest 
and the specific circumstances prevailing in the tribunal’s area of activity. 


As an administrative tribunal designed to review grievances, the Board must ensure that its 
recommendations comply with the law and can be implemented in accordance with its enabling 
legislation, relevant human rights legislation and the Canadian Charter of Rights and Freedoms. 
Canadian courts have also rendered several decisions on a wide range of subjects and Board 
Members must keep abreast of these, as well as the current Queen’s Regulations and Orders for 
the Canadian Forces (QR&O), the Canadian Forces Administrative Orders (CFAO) and Treasury 
Board policies, all of which are used in the course of analyzing grievances and developing 
findings and recommendations. 


Expected Results 


Outputs: These are the outputs produced, and the benefits to the CDS and the grievors, i.e., fair, 
impartial, transparent and transparent findings and recommendations delivered expeditiously. 


Immediate outcomes: These are the short-term results of the Board’s business line activities and 
its output. 


Intermediate outcomes: These are the longer term results, i.e., about 5 years, that flow from its 
business line activities, outputs and immediate outcomes, and which will demonstrate progress 
towards achieving CFGB’s ultimate result.

Part Ill - Report on Plans and Priorities 


The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. 
This request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in 
the House of Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of: 


Part I - The Government Expense Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes the key elements of 
the Main Estimates. 


Part II — The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve 
these votes to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled 
concurrently on or before March 1. 


Part III — Departmental Expenditure Plans, which is divided into two components: 


1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency 
(excluding Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail over a three-year period on an 
organisation’s main priorities by strategic outcome(s), program activity(s) and planned/expected results, including 
links to related resource requirements. The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major 
capital projects, grants and contributions, and net program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of 
the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in 
Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These documents are usually tabled on or before 
March 31 and referred to committees, which may then report to the House of Commons pursuant to 
Standing Order 81(4). 


2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of results achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover 
the most recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board 
on behalf of the ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of 
the Financial Administration Act. 


Supplementary Estimates directly support an Appropriation Act. The Supplementary Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in the subsequent appropriation bill. Parliamentary approval is required to 
enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Supplementary Estimates are normally tabled twice a year, 
the first document in early November and a final document in early March. Each Supplementary Estimates document is 
identified alphabetically A, B, C, etc. Under special circumstances, more than two Supplementary Estimates documents 
can be published in any given year. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments 
achieved in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for 

the allocation and management of public funds.

Summary information 


Reason for existence: 


Mandate 


The Canadian Grain Commission (CGC) derives its authority from the Canada Grain Act. The 
CGC’s mandate as set out in this Act is to, in the interests of producers, establish and maintain 
standards of quality for Canadian grain and regulate grain handling in Canada, to ensure a 

dependable commodity for domestic and export markets. 


Vision 


The CGC vision is to be “A leader in delivering excellence and innovation in grain quality and 
quantity assurance, research, and producer protection.” 


Department description and accountability 


The Honourable Andy Mitchell, Minister of Agriculture and Agri-Food is the Minister 
responsible for the CGC. The CGC is headed by a Chief Commissioner, an Assistant Chief 
Commissioner, and a Commissioner who are all appointed by the Governor in Council. The 
Chief Commissioner reports to the Minister. The Chief Operating Officer reports to the Chief 
Commissioner and co-ordinates the activities of the CGC's operating divisions. 


The CGC is organized into the Executive, Corporate Services, Grain Research Laboratory 
(GRL), Industry Services, and Finance sections. Its head office is located in Winnipeg, 

Manitoba. Industry Services comprises five regions: Bayport, Eastern, Pacific, Prairie and 
Thunder Bay. As of March 31, 2004, the CGC employed 652 full-time equivalents. 


The CGC may have up to six Assistant Commissioners for the main grain producing areas of 
Canada, also appointed by the Governor in Council. At present, the CGC has four Assistant 
Commissioners. The Assistant Commissioners deal with producer and grain industry 
complaints and inquiries, and publicize the activities of the CGC at the farm level. Section III 
provides further detail on the CGC’s organizational structure. 


The CGC enhances grain marketing in producers’ interest through the inspection, weighing, 
research and producer support programs and services identified in the strategic outcomes in 
Section II. The uniform provision of these programs results in equitable grain transactions and 
consistent and reliable grain shipments. Funding for CGC programs and activities is primarily 
through a combination of revolving fund and appropriation sources.

Departmental plans and priorities 


The Canadian grain industry operates in a climate of constant change marked by shifting 
international and domestic markets, technological advancements, and evolving end-user needs 
and preferences. Canada’s quality assurance system must be able to adapt while continuing to 
keep pace with the evolution of the global grain industry. This is particularly important 
considering Canada exported more than $24.4 billion dollars worth of food products in 2003. 
This accounted for 6.4% of Canada’s total exports. About 38% of these exports were grains and 
related products with an estimated value of $9.2 billion. 


Recognizing that many issues facing the agriculture sector are horizontal in nature and cross 
organizational responsibilities, the CGC acknowledges that portfolio management can achieve 
better governance, ensure better policies, legislation and program coordination. While 
maintaining the necessary arm’s length relationship and managerial autonomy required, the CGC 
will take on a more proactive approach with portfolio partners as it is an essential element in the 
development and implementation of horizontal policies and programs. 


The departmental plans and priorities of the CGC delineate its response to the continual changes 
in the agricultural arena and are directed at meeting the sector’s current needs. The following 
section outlines the major priorities that the CGC is focusing on during the planning period. It 
should be noted that while some of the priorities have immense potential to impact the ability of 
the CGC to carry out its mandate, the corresponding resource commitments are predominantly 
accomplished with the existing resources of ongoing CGC operations. 


These departmental priorities are critical to making significant progress towards the realization 
of the CGC’s strategic outcomes: 


1. Enhance Canada’s grading system 


Adaptation of Canada’s kernel visual distinguishability (K VD) system for wheat is a main 
priority for the CGC. KVD allows quick and cost effective segregation of wheat into quality 
classes based on appearance. While KVD has given Canada a competitive quality advantage that 
has served it well over the years, there are pressures to move away from wheat segregation based 
on KVD. 


e There are increasing demands for new varieties with different agronomic, disease 
resistance and end-use qualities to meet human (food), livestock (feed) and industrial 
(e.g., ethanol) needs. The visual requirements of KVD are perceived by some 
stakeholders as holding back the registration of new varieties. 


e Canadian crop production of nonregistered, visually indistinguishable wheat varieties, 
often sourced from U.S. dealers, presents a relatively new but growing problem. Non- 
registered, visually indistinguishable wheat varieties are sometimes grown in Canada 
when these varieties have agronomic advantages such as higher yield. This presents a 
challenge because KVD on its own is not effective in detecting their presence. Non- 
registered, visually indistinguishable varieties have the potential to compromise the 
quality of Canadian wheat shipments and the entire assurance system if they are 
misrepresented as a registered variety. They can also cause significant financial losses for 
grain handling companies and marketers. This is a particular concern for western 
Canada’s premier milling wheats: Canada Western Red Spring (CWRS) and Canada 
Western Amber Durum (CWAD). 


e Buyers of Canadian grains are becoming more quality conscious and increasingly 
sophisticated. They are asking for a wider range of quality types. In order to enhance the 
traditional visual grading system, it is necessary to develop faster, more flexible and more 
precise instrumental methods to analyze intrinsic quality characteristics and to certify 
grain quality and safety. 


e Visually indistinguishable grains developed for non-milling uses, such as animal feed, 
pharmaceutical, fuel and industrial purposes, will require effective instrumental tools to 
analyze quality parameters and certify quality and safety. Effective segregation of these 
grains from the food supply is essential to maintain the overall value of the quality 
assurance system. 


To address the challenges of visually indistinguishable nonregistered wheat varieties and the 
constraints that KVD imposes on the development and handling of non-milling wheats, the CGC 
initiated an integrated Wheat Quality Assurance Strategy (WQAS) in December 2003. This 
strategy was composed of three elements: 


I. Development of rapid affordable variety identification technology 


The CGC is hosting a conference ‘Variety Identification Technology Challenges - 
International Perspectives’ in June 2005 to explore the evolution of grain quality 
assurance. Global expertise is being brought together by the CGC to focus on the 
challenge of grain variety identification (ID) and the development of rapid, cost-effective 
testing and methods to meet changing grain quality assurance needs. The symposium will 
serve to educate stakeholders on the need for testing technology as well as the worldwide 
current state of variety ID technology. Additionally, the GRL currently has a five-year 
project underway to develop the DNA database for wheat and barley variety ID 
technology. 


2. Increased monitoring of railcar and vessel shipments for nonregistered wheat varieties 


During the planning period the CGC will continue to monitor wheat railcar unloads and 
vessel shipments for nonregistered varieties. The CGC is partnering with members of the 
Western Grain Elevators Association (WGEA) and the Canadian Wheat Board to form an 
ineligible varieties working group. The intent of the working group is to investigate the 
CGC monitoring and auditing of an industry Quality Management System of procedures 
that will ensure grain shipments meet the CGC’s grading system requirements for 
ineligible varieties. 


3. The development of a proposal to restructure the western wheat classes to enable the 
development of non-milling wheats 


The CGC is preparing a proposal to restructure some of the minor wheat classes in order 
to facilitate the registration and handling of high yielding, non-milling wheats which 
currently cannot be registered because of KVD. This proposal will be presented for 
discussion in the spring of 2005. 


It is a main department priority to press forward with further advancement and implementation 
of the WQAS elements during the planning period. For further information on this program refer

2. Strengthen grain safety assurance 


To ensure there are no gaps in domestic grain safety, there is a need to examine shared and 
overlapping responsibilities with such agencies as the Canadian Food Inspection Agency, 
Agriculture and Agri-Food Canada, Environment Canada and Health Canada. During the 
planning period the CGC is committed to portfolio collaboration and developing operational and 
testing efficiencies to address grain safety concerns. 


The CGC has been testing grain for toxic substances since 1966 to ensure that contaminated 
grain is not entering the licensed elevator system and to provide grain safety assurances to help 
marketers meet international buyers’ requirements. The CGC is the only government agency that 
provides grain safety assurances on pesticides, heavy metals, mycotoxins, fungi and moulds. 
There is increasing national and international demand for this information from a third party 
unbiased source.Many international buyers are establishing traceability requirements increasing 
the importance of research aimed at developing new or adapting existing analytical methods. As 
such, the CGC has identified the need to review the bacterial and microbial testing of grain and 
to expand the testing for chemical components as a priority. 


The need for work-:in this area will continue to increase because of the growing complexity and 
sophistication of regulatory and technological requirements of importing countries. For instance, 
Japan has introduced a Food Sanitation Law that lists agricultural chemicals and their maximum 
toxic or harmful levels for all crops. Europe has also established the European Food Safety 
Authority to regulate food safety in Europe. Members of the European Union have embraced 
labelling and traceability of GMO (genetically modified organisms) crops and food, and 
regulations are being enacted in member states. It will be necessary for importers to comply with 
these new laws and authoritative bodies.

3. Address global trade issues 


In September 2004 the WTO (World Trade Organization) Dispute Settlement Body adopted the 
original WTO Panel ruling with respect to Canada’s policies on the handling of imported grain. 
The original WTO Panel found that the need to seek the CGC’s approval for the entry of 
imported grain into licensed elevators is an additional regulatory requirement that is not imposed 
on domestic grain. It also found that a mixing authorization was an additional requirement for 
imported grain that was not imposed on eastern grain, both of which were in breach of national 
treatment obligations. 


Officials from the CGC, Agriculture and Agri-Food Canada, Transport Canada and International 
Trade Canada have developed an integrated approach to bring Canada into compliance with its 
WTO grain related obligations by August 2005. For the grain handling issues, the proposed 
changes will repeal both the entry authorization for licensed grain elevators to accept imported 
grain, as well as the mixing restrictions in the Canada Grain Act. Instead, reporting and 
identification requirements will be enacted to allow the CGC to monitor that Canadian grain 
grades are not being applied to imported grain or mixes of Canadian and imported grain. These 
changes will support and ensure that the integrity and policy objectives of the Canadian grain 
quality assurance system are maintained. These proposed changes will also ensure Canada 
complies fully with its WTO obligations with respect to the treatment of imported grain. 


In addition, to enhance the grain quality assurance system in an evolving global grain market, the 
CGC is exploring an integrated approach to imported grain during the planning period. The CGC 


is committed to working with stakeholders to develop an imported grain protocol, including an 
examination of the usefulness of a border notification system for grain imports. This process will 
involve an examination of all current grain import requirements to determine efficiency, possible 
consolidation of documentation and scope of required regulation. 


Identifying GMOs and the presence of adventitious material is critical to segregate GM and non- 
GM varieties in maintaining Canada’s international market share and meeting the requirements 
of the International Biosafety Protocol. To address this, the CGC plans to carry out research to 
validate GMO detection methods. The ability to segregate GM from non-GM grains will benefit 
exporters of Canadian food products given that there is a growing requirement to label products. 


To ensure there are no gaps in GMO assessment, there is a need to examine shared and 
overlapping responsibilities with such agencies as the Canadian Food Inspection Agency, 
Agriculture and Agri-Food Canada, Environment Canada and Health Canada. During the 
planning period the CGC is committed to portfolio collaboration and developing operational and 
testing efficiencies to address GMO concerns. 


4. Enhance licensing and security 


The CGC is working with the industry to expand the CGC licensing of primary elevators and 
grain dealers, as defined by the Canada Grain Act. A main component of the licensing 
requirement is for the licensee to provide the CGC with a suitable security instrument to protect 
producers in the event of default. The initiative aligns the CGC with its legislative obligations 
and supports two of the CGC’s strategic outcomes: producer protection and the grain quality 
assurance system. In addition, it also supports the farm profitability and the business risk 
management pillars of the Agricultural Policy Framework (APF). 


5. Implement the Management Accountability Framework (MAF) 


The Management Accountability Framework provides a structure for dialogue between the 
Treasury Board Secretariat and government departments on the state of management practices in 
the public service and on priorities for management improvement. As an overall “umbrella” 
framework, it brings together the various improvement initiatives such as Human Resource 
Modernization, Service Improvement, and Integrated Risk Management into a comprehensive 
program for action. 


The CGC has engaged a broad spectrum of staff in planning initiatives and actions to work 
toward the expectations of the MAF building upon the previous successes achieved in the 
Modern Management initiative. Improvements are tracked and recorded, and new initiatives are 
developed on an ongoing basis. Success in implementing the MAF will support the CGC in 
achieving its strategic outcomes. During the planning period the CGC plans to focus on service 
standards, and on expanding its risk management, performance management and audit 
framework. 


Based on the above departmental priorities, the CGC is confident that the program activities and 
related key programs or services listed throughout the 2005-06 Report on Plans and Priorities 
illustrate how the CGC is striving to achieve its strategic outcomes while at the same time 
contributing to the long-term interests of the Canadian grain industry. 
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SECTION II — ANALYSIS OF PROGRAM ACTIVITIES BY 
STRATEGIC OUTCOME 


The CGC is organized around four strategic outcomes that reflect the planned direction of the 
CGC as well as the daily delivery of the CGC’s program activities. The four strategic outcomes 
are: 


1. A grain quality assurance system that addresses the changing requirements of domestic 
and international grain markets 


2. A grain quantity assurance system that addresses the changing needs of the grain 
industry 


3. Research and development on grain quality that enhances the marketability of 
Canadian grain 


4. Producers’ rights are supported to ensure fair treatment within the grain handling 
system 


To illustrate the significance of each strategic outcome, the CGC has identified corresponding 
program activities and resources required. Each program activity has associated ongoing and 
new key programs or services each with their own planned results. 


Corporate infrastructure and government wide initiatives are integral to achieving results and are 
factored into delivering the strategic outcomes using the CGC’s costing model. The discussion 
and activities relevant to the CGC’s plans and priorities on government wide initiatives and 
corporate infrastructure can be found in Section IV. 


Strategic outcome 1: A grain quality assurance system that addresses the 
changing requirements of domestic and international grain markets 


Number of full-time equivalents employed: 438 
Planned resources: $44.808 million 
Program activities: 


1. Delivery of inspection services that meet the legislative mandate of the Canada 
Grain Act and the requirements of the grain industry from producers to customers 


2. Scientific and technical support of the quality assurance system 
3. A grain quality assurance system able to deal with both visually distinguishable and 


indistinguishable varieties and the capacity to segregate grain by specific 
characteristics 
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An effective grain quality assurance system ensures the enhanced marketing of Canadian grain 
which benefits producers and the grain industry. Daily provision of grain inspection services 
supported by a strong scientific and technical base, including testing of grain, milling, baking, 
cooking, or making various end-use products form a major part of the quality assurance system. 
The grading system and services are adapted to the end-use needs of international and domestic 
buyers of Canadian grain. 


There are major challenges facing the CGC and the grain quality assurance system due to the 
evolving needs of the Canadian grain industry. There is a major shift in the type of crops grown 
and export volumes have dropped significantly since the elimination of the Crow Rate. There is 
increasing emphasis on end-use functionality and sustainable competitiveness. A grain quality 
assurance system that can support the expanding number of end-uses of grain in the domestic 
industry is essential. 


The pressure to register new cereal grain varieties which do not meet Kernel Visual 
Distinguishability (K VD) requirements, the production of nonregistered, visually 
indistinguishable wheat varieties in Canada, the development of genetically modified grains and 
oilseeds, and other pressures on the visual based grading system are critical issues that the CGC 
must continue to respond to during the planning period. While the CGC clearly recognizes the 
need to adapt and move away from KVD in order to maintain the strength of its quality 
assurance system, KVD must be retained until it can be replaced with some other method to 
segregate wheat. To address the challenges facing the KVD system, the CGC initiated its 
integrated WQAS in December 2003 and is continuing to develop this program. For further

During the 2005-06 planning period the CGC will continue to implement its Canadian Identity 
Preserved Recognition System (CIPRS), to oversee and officially recognize industry's ability to 
deliver products with better quality assurance systems for maximum acceptance in global 
markets marked by demands for unique product specifications and traceability. CIPRS is a 
process verification tool the industry can use to provide third party assurance of the processes 
they are using to deliver the specific quality attributes their domestic and international buyers are 
demanding. For further information on the status of this program refer to 
http://grainscanada.qc.ca/prodser/ciprs/ciprs1-e.asp. In addition, during the planning period the CGC 
will address the need to develop further tools and standards for process verification to address 
contract registration and a system to enable the issuance of certificates. 


To measure its success in meeting this strategic outcome, the CGC tracks the consistency and 
accuracy of grain grading, on a weekly basis, through a comprehensive database of grain 
unloads. Ongoing monitoring and analysis of customer feedback received through the CGC’s 1- 
800 line and directly from users of the CGC’s services, as well as monitoring of requests for re- 
inspection and grade appeals allows the CGC to identify either training needs or opportunities for 
improvement of procedure. 
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A broad spectrum of producers and grain industry representatives meets several times annually, 
through the Western and Eastern Grain Standards Committees and commodity-specific 
subcommittees, to study and review grain standards, ensuring relevance and value of those 
standards in facilitating the movement of grain and transfer of ownership. Timeliness in 
communicating grain quality information (on grade, infestation or other features of grain quality) 
to shippers is measured through real-time contact with grain handlers. Finally, the performance 
of all CGC staff contributing to the fulfilment of Strategic Outcome | is subject to a comparison 
of complaints or appeals upheld with the number of complaints received; conformity with a very 
high professional standard is required at all times.

The Canadian grain quantity assurance system assures the weight of grain loaded into or 
discharged from conveyances and in storage in the licensed elevator system, which benefits 
producers and the grain industry. Daily provision of grain weighing services which are supported 
by a strong technical base forms a major part of the quantity assurance system as well as 
supporting the quality assurance system. 


The challenges for the grain quantity assurance system include increased demand for services at 
primary elevators; increased requirements for quantity information to manage grain stocks, 
increasingly sophisticated technology in grain elevators, and the ongoing monitoring of an aging 
railcar fleet. 


The CGC measures its success in meeting this strategic outcome by consistently and prudently 
monitoring the use, by all interested parties, of CGC-generated data such as track lists and railcar 
exception reports, certified weighing systems reports, and official weight statements. An 
extremely small percentage of justified weight or weighing device related complaints indicate a 
high degree of acceptance by the industry, as does industry adherence to CGC proposed 
weighing system improvements. Other performance measures include the number of weigh- 
overs, performed within mandated time frames, and the resolve of any discrepancies between 
physical stocks and officially registered grain stocks in an elevator. The success of the CGC’s 
dispute resolution service is measured not by the number of disputes it handles, but by the 
percentage that it resolves. The continued use of the Grain Inventory Accounting System (GIAS) 
and the number of adjustments to grain inventories based on CGC requirements is a further 
indicator of the success of the system.

The Canada Grain Act requires the CGC to undertake, sponsor and promote research related to 
grains. The CGC conducts research directly related to supporting the quality assurance system 
that permits the effective marketing of Canadian grain in the interests of producers. The Grain 
Research Laboratory (GRL) researches new methods for quality, new measurement factors to 
determine quality, end-use applications of Canadian grain, quality of new breeder’s varieties, and 
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carries out the annual Harvest Survey. The GRL through its research supports the continual 
improvement of the grain quality assurance system. 


There are major challenges confronting the CGC’s research activities and the grain quality 
assurance system due to the changing needs of the Canadian grain industry. There is a major 
shift in the type of crops grown and their end-uses, increased demand for variety identification 
by objective non-visual methods, and concerns with genetically modified (GM) grains and 
oilseeds. Research focus has shifted increasingly into pulses, new types of oilseeds, variety 
identification and GM grains and oilseeds. There has been no increase in resources. Research 
related to traditional crops, such as wheat, barley, canola and flax, is still essential, as these crops 
make up a significant amount of the domestic and export markets. There is increasing emphasis 
on end-use functionality especially new end-uses in the domestic industry. Grain is increasingly 
being sold based on specifications requiring objective non-visual testing of quality or safety 
factors and the provision of grain quality and safety assurances. 


To measure its success in meeting this strategic outcome, the CGC plans to track the 
incorporation of objective testing methods into the CGC’s grading and inspection system; the 
integration of objective testing methods by industry into segmentation and/or marketing systems; 
the application of new objective measures of quality that are developed; the quality and number 
of research papers published; the response from the grain industry (domestic and international) to 
the research, scientific and technical support provided by the CGC; the satisfaction of customers 
with the end-use quality as measured by client feedback during foreign missions or by client 
visits; the response by end users to the quality assessment of new varieties and harvest survey 
information; and, technology transfer to private sector users, other government agencies, 
universities and international organizations.

The CGC is an impartial third party that provides grain quality and quantity assurance systems 
that enhances grain marketing in the interests of producers. The CGC is mandated to serve 
producer interests by upholding the Canada Grain Act. 


Grades that have strict standards allow buyers to identify end-use characteristics without the 
need for end-use tests or direct examination of individual lots of grain. This helps to ensure that 
producers receive payment that reflects the value of their grain to the marketplace. The CGC’s 
inspection, weighing and arbitration services are essential to the efficient and fair operation of 
grain markets for producers and the grain industry to be properly compensated for the quality 
and quantity of grain delivered and shipped. 


The CGC licenses and regulates the prairie primary elevators, grain dealers and process 
elevators. This regulatory activity contributes to the fair treatment of western Canadian 
producers. The number of unlicensed facilities presents a challenge, as producers delivering to 
unlicensed facilities are not protected in case of failure or refusal to pay. The CGC will develop 
and implement strategies to increase the number of licensees. 


The CGC allocates producer cars for producers and producer groups that wish to ship their own 
grain. The CGC will continue to develop and implement strategies to address producer car 
issues, including the increasing demand from producers for railcar allocations. 


Success in achieving strategic outcome 4 is measured by feedback from producers received 
through direct contact at Prairie service centres, the level of producer involvement in setting 
standards, the number of requests for information or assistance generated either through the CGC 
1-800 line or directly to licensing and compliance staff, comments and information gathered by 
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the Assistant Commissioners, the number of producer requests for analysis of grain samples, and 
responses to periodic surveys (the latest, conducted by the polling firm Ipsos Reid in 2003, 
surveyed the satisfaction of 375 producers randomly-chosen but geographically representative 
across the Prairies with CGC services). Satisfaction by producers in CGC-facilitated resolution 
of disputes involving grain transactions is measured by direct confirmation (part of the process) 
and by absence of recurrence. Producer reimbursement from posted security in the result of 
financial failure on the part of a licensed elevator or grain dealer is another measure of success in 
producer protection.
